KE have abstained from commenting on the scheme for a 
Legislative Council in Palestine, which was submitted 
by the HiGH COMMISSIONER to Jewish and Arab 

representatives some three weeks ago. Our motive was solely 
the desire to have the Colonial Office report of the proceedings 
before us when writing. This, however, has not yet been 
received and we are compelled therefore, in order that our 
silence may not be misconstrued, We have recourse to the 
detailed .reports already published. These statements have 
not been publicly cliallenged, and would appear to be 
substantially if not completely accurate.

We _ believe 
it to be misconceived, inopportune and reeking with possibili- 
ties of trouble, and injury for Arabs and Jews alike. In 
resisting if we are not traitors to the cause of democratic 
government, for the proposed Council would be a simulacrum 
and a parody of democratic institutions. To begin with, it would 
put the Jews in a minority of four to one in the land which has 
been solemnly proclaimed as their “ National Home.” As a 
practical exemplification of the democratic ideal it is therefore 
derisory and fatuous. It- ignores the claims of the Jewish 
people as a whole, in whose interests, and not alone in the 
interests of the Jews at this moment in Palestine, the Mandate 
was conceived. If this were a question of filching democratic 
institutions from a commeunity which had lone enjoyed them, 
there might te some justification for the charge that opposi- 
tion to the Council is the mark ofa bad democrat.

The reason for this is that both Stations 
will be working on the same wavelength; so that only a fairly local 
area, dependent upon the relative field strengths of the two Stations, 
will be served by the Jerusalem transmitter. If Palestine is to be 
heard in this country or in North-East Europe, her Station must 
broadcast at times when the North Regional transmitter is not 
operating..-Mr. M. SLArrer, Ferndale,” Bolwell Lane, Ilayes, 
Middlesex.

PALESTINE BROADCASTS AND BRITISH RECEPTION 

In a recent issue of your journal, there appeared a stat>ment 
to the effect that transmissions from the Jerusalem Broadcasting 
Station—shortly to be in operation—would be picked up only by 
the more powerful receivers in this country.

‘The reason for this is that both Stations 
will be working on the same wavelength; so that only a fairly local 
area, dependent upon the relative field strengths of the two Stations, 
will be served by the Jerusalem transmitter. If Palestine is to be 
heard in this country or in North-East Europe, her Station must 
broadcast at times when the North Regional transmitter js not 
operating..-Mr. M. SiLArrer, Ferndale, solwell 
Middlesex.

In reply, he elicited the fact that her father had 
heen Beadle at a Synagogue in Warsaw, and hence had borne the 
name of ‘“‘Shammas.’’ On the death of his first wife, he emigrated 
to Hungary, where he married the gitl’s mother. After his demise, 
the daughter, then a double orphan, sought a new home m the 
United States. Of the offspring of the first marriage nothing what- 
ever had been heard. Dr. Kohut then turned to the bridegroom and

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IN THE COMMUNAL ARMCHAIR 


A Fourth German Appeal? 


HE time has come to prepare for a new appeal on behalf of our 
yerman brethren. I have given the title of this article a 
query mark, There was hardly necessity for it, for the compelling 
facts of the situation stare us in the face. 


They are portentous, and 
we cannot ignore them. 


Indeed, the only question that arises is 
whether the urgency of the situation brooks anv delay. 


The 
Community has already responded 


manfully to three appeals. 
But all its offerings, whether paid or promised, have been 
either spent or pledged. The Refugees’ Committee, and its 
subsidiary, the Hospitality Committee, 


are spending, roughly, 
between them, six hundred 


pounds a week on relief, re-settle 
ment, emigration and administration. In 1933. asolemn undertaking 
was given to the Hlome Office that no refugee admitted to this 
country from Germany would be allowed to become a public charge. 
it is impossible to gauge with any definiteness the magnitide of 
that commitment The Central Fand knows how many immigrants 
are on its books. It does nof know how many have refrained from 
registering with it. If the Community were called upon at this 
moment to honour the undertaking referred to, the position might 
be embarrassing. So much for the position in this country—but it 


is Only a small part of the story! 


N Germany, the situation goes from bad to worse. The supreme 
crisis Of German Jewry's fate draws nigh. The Regulations 
which were to elucidate the barbarous Nuremberg Laws—those 
laws which were to make “tolerable relations” possible with the 
Jews-—have been partially promulgated. The relationship they have 
established is of the order that exists between the lion and the lamb. 
But the sinister truth is that they do not touch the status of the 
Jews in the economic sphere. Unable to decide between the policy 
of Jewish business strangulation and the devastating effects of 
such policy on Reich interests, halting between mad hatred and 


alarm on their own account. the Nazi destroyers have. like the 


cowards they are. shirked the issue. They have left it to the local 
tyrants and to the party hangmen. The tervifying results are 
presented in Mr. McDonald's tragic picture: 

“It is being made increasingly difficult for Jews and ‘non 
Aryans’ in Germany to sustain life. Condemned to segregation 
within the four corners of the legal and social Ghetto which has now 
closed upon them, they are increasingly prevented from earning thei 
living. Indeed, more than half of the Jews remaining in Germany 
have already been deprived of thetr livelihood. In many parts of the 
country there ts a systematic-attempt at starvation of the Jewish 
population. In no field of economic activity is there any security 
whatsoever. For some time it has been unpossible for Jewish business 
men and shopkeepers to carry on their trades in small towns. The 
campaign against any dealings with Jéws is now systematically prose 
cuted in the larger towns, Despite the restrictions upon Iuigration 
from the provinces into the few largest citics where Jewish economic 
activity is not vet completely exchuided, the Jews are fleeing to those 
cities because there only can they hope to escape, at least for a tine, 
from the anore brutal forms of persecution.”’ 

Toall this awful catalogue of sufferings may be added the latest 
report that many thousands of Jewish commercial travellers are to 


be deprived of their licences and driven off the road! 


4ACED by these terrible developments, the German Jews who 
still retained some of their means have striven to the utmost 

to stem the onrushing tide of destitution. It has been a heart. 
breaking and losing effort. The Government, instead of helping the 
better-to-do Jews to cope with an overwhelming problem of its own 
creation, has cynically left them in the lurch. It has refused to the 
hungry Jews even a pittance from the Winter Relief collection. 
The task of protecting them from utter starvation has been thrown 
upon their. increasingly impoverished brethren. To-day, says 
Mr. McDonald, the resources of the Jewish philanthropic and 


- educational institutions in Germany are exhausted. What is 


going to happen? The appalling answer can be stated in 
a few words: A pell-mell rush of the unfortunates to escape 
from their inferno of torture and want. “The victims of the 
terrorism are being driven to the point where, in utter anguish and 
despair, they may burst the frontiers in fresh waves of refugees.” 
According to Tur TIMES correspondent at Geneva, it is known by 
the League experts that in a short time refugees will be coming 
over the frontier at the rate, probably, of 200,000 a year—the 
tragic legion of the lost! The Nazis have done their devil's work 
thoroughly. They are dumping the broken victims of their bestial 
plot over their borders, and leaving to their co-religionists and to 
other nations a problem as testing and searching as the causes 
which have created it are thorough-paced in their wickedness. 
What, I ask again, is going to happen? , 


ELL, the duty of Jews is plain. They are not going to 
abandon their brethren to their fate. They are not going 

to leave them to starve on the highways and byways of such 
countries as may be willing to offer them shelter. They cannot do 
80, because their hearts are not stone. They dare not do 60 
because their own credit is at stake. They cannot do so, because 
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these wretched fugitives represent the stricken products of a social 
disease which is almost world-wide, and by which many other 
Jewries are themselves threatened. All of us are directly concerned 
in the German Jews’ fate, which is but one facet of the Jewish 
problem. At least, lef it not be said of us that we ignored it, 
forgetful of its broader implications and of the reactions 
our own future of a callous desertion of 


upon 


one section of our 
people upon whom the common enemy has fallen. In 


this crisis 
of Jewish destiny, we shall and we must stand together! But 
& question insistently presents itself: Have Jews alone a duty in 
this grave emergency ? Have not the professed!y Christian nations a 
part to play, too? Are they not called upon to ease the heavy Jewish 
burden, alike from motives of self-interest and humanity? It is : 
necessary to press these questions continuously and urgently. We 
demand to know whether peoples concerned with the validity of 
Christian teaching and the very essentials of European civilisation 
can dismiss the refugees’ plight as being none of their business. We : 
have the right to ask that a more hospitable reception be accorded 
the wanderers, and that they be given in greater degree ‘than . i 
hitherto the human right to earn a_.livelihoood. We ask that 4 
opportunities be afforded them, if necessary, for settlement in 
count ies Which may be able to receive them aud where they may 
hold up their heads like the rest of,God’s children. Else, what is 
to be done should the threatened st unpede from Germany set in” 
EWs have not made this aching problem. It is not they who 
started the torrent of refugees. Whv must they, with limited 
resources, and wholly without the material attributes of national 
power, be left alone to handle it? Jews—indeed. other peoples 
may do their best in this crisis but it is patent that the ut 
most effective course is to dam the refugee torrent at its source. 
That source is the stubborn and ruthless Nazi persecution. An 
urgent appeal has gone forth from the late High Commissioner for 
the German refugees—an appeal that “the moral authority of the 
League of Nations be directed towards a determined appeal to the 
German Government in the name of humanity and of the principles 
of the public law of Europe. The League and. its member States, 
he has urged, should ask for a modification of policies which 
constitute a source of uurest and perplexity in the world, a challenge 
to the conscience of mankind and a menace to the legitimate 
interests of the States affected by the refugee lintnigration, llow 
long are they going to shelve this palpable duty’? It is not true 
that they have no/locus siand:.

MEMORIAL SERVICE 


The West London Synagogue, Upper Berkeley Street, was tilled on 
the occasion of the Service held on Thursday in last 
of the Marquess of Reading, who was a member ot the Congregation. 
His Majesty the King, the Prince of Wales, the Duke of York and Prince 
Arthur of Connaught were represented at the Service. In addition to 
the dowager Marchioness of Keading, the new Marquess and Lady 
Reading, and other members of the fanuly, there were present. repre- 
sentatives of the Diplomatic Corps, members of His Majesty's Govern 
ment, Political, Legal and Civie and Jewish and non-Jewtsh 
institutions. The Service was conducted by the Revs. H. F. Reinhart, 
Vivian Summons, and M. L. Perlzweig, assisted by the Choir. The special! 
prayers, read by Mr. Reinhart, included the following passage : 

“We hit our hearts to Thee in gratitude for the life of Thy servant, 
Rufus, for that he walked before Thee in truth and honour, in loving-kindness 
and understanding, in courage and gentleness, in faith and humility. We are 
grateful for the shining of his intellect, the grace of his “personality; the 
breadth of his humanity, the valour of his achievement.” 

Lord Reading recited the’ Kaddish in Hebrew, and the Service 
eoncluded with the singing of the Natronal Anthem. and the playing of 
the Dead March in Saul.

Rufus Isaacs, Marquess of Reading, died at the very moment when

binding our Jewish fellow-citizens to the national interest by opening 
up to them all the avenues of national service, with all the honourable 
rewards attached thereto.

SOME REMINISCENCES 
Our Manchester Correspondent writes : 
Mi Adelaide Goldstein, of 27, Alma Street, Blackburn, who 
celebrated her seventy-seventh birthday this week, has vivid 
recollections of ehildhood days in London when she played with a hittle 
boy named Rufus Isaacs. It was well over sixty years. ago, and the 
Isaacs then lived at 19, Belsize Gardens, Hampstead, while the Gold- 
steins had an hotel in the Minones. The acquatntanceship of the two 
families began at Rotterdam, where Adelaide Goldstein's grandfather, 
Henry Abrams (an English Jew, born in Sheerness), had scented the 
possibilities of the fruit and vegetable-growing trade, and had started 
large nurseries. Mr. Isaacs, the father of Rufus, was a wholesale fruit 
importer, at Covent Garden. Mrs. Adelaide Goldstein came to London 
as a little girl, and, through her father’s fnendship with Mr. Isaacs, 
she became a constant playmate of Rufus until the time when he ran 
away to sea. Recollections crowded in on Mrs. Goldstein. She spoke 
of wedding festivities she remembered at the home of her grandfather, 
when Sir Henry Isaacs, uncle of Rufus, and at that time Lord Mayor of 
London, came with Lady Isaacs and stayed with them for a week in 
Rotterdam. Soon after Rufus had gone seafaring, the Goldsteins moved 
from London to Sunderland, and itt was not till 1929, when Lord Erleigh 
was Liberal Parliamentary candidate in Blackburn, that Mrs. Goldstem 
met Lord Reading again. Learning of her presence there, he caused her 
to be imvited to the receptions given in honour of his son, and he 
personally, together with Lord and Lady Erleigh, weleomed her and 
commented on her vivid memory of their early days.

THe LATE Rev. H. L. PRICE 


Mr. Gustave Tuck writes: 

It was my privilege to be associated with Mr. Price for many years 
in the work of the St. John’s Wood Synagogue. During my long tenure 
of the office of Warden, we met often in consultation, and no Warden 
could have had a more loyal Minister or a wiser counsellor, whose ready, 
help was always generously given to promote the welfare of the Congrega- 
tion. His own intimate knowledge of Synagogue procedure and his 
anxiety to further the interests of the Community which he served with 
such zeal, made him a figure respected and loved by us all. His ready, 
wit and his aptitude for seeing the humorous side of things made him 
popular wherever he went, and his presence at the meetings of the 
Synagogue Board always helped to infuse an air of peace and goodwill 
into the workings of the Community. He engaged in every aspect of the 
life of the Synagogue he so much bey intoned our Services with deep 
fervour, taught the young and identified himself with all their activities. 
I was greatly attached to him and I think he reciprocated the affection 
I bore for him. I well recall how, when it was my pleasure to raise the 
testimonial with which the Congregation and many other friends 

resented him some few years ago, I received so willing a response from 
oats of old friends who were happy to think that hs tone and eminent 
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services were to be fittingly rewarded. 
letters, every one a tribute in itself to a man who had endeared himself 
to so many hearts. He will be missed in our Synagogue—for although 
he had retired, he still was a part of the Synagogue, and nothing could 
happen there without his guidance and co-operation. He will be missed, 
too, by many old and loyal friends who will cherish his precious memory. 


Dr. CHARLES DUSCHINSKY writes: 


Others will have paid tribute to the memory of the late Rev. H. L. 
Price as Minister, but I should like to express my own appreciation of 
the man and the fmend. When the great teacher, Rabbi Yochanan b. 
Zakkai asked his five pupils: ‘‘ Which is the good way to which a man 
should cleave? ’’ the one said: ‘‘ A good and kindly eve ’’; the 
others: ** The acquisition of a good friend, of a good neighbour ”’; ‘* To 
foresee the fruit of an action *’’; but the last one, R. Eleazar b. Arach. 
said: ‘“* A good heart.’’ How true seem to us these words with reference 
to the Rev. H. L. Price. He had a good heart. but he also had a kind!v 
eye; he was a good and true fmend and neighbour, and a man of sound 
commonsense ** to foresee the fruit of an action.’’ Always cheerful and 
even humorous, he endeared himself to all who knew him—but Sw 35, 
his ** good heart ** was his most sterling quality. Never turned a poor 
man to him in vain, and especially in cases when people who had seen 
better days came into reduced circumstances, he was untinmg in helping 
therm to raise themselves again, to give them new hope, new confidence in 
hie and themselves. To induce others to be charitable was H. L. Price's 
great gift. Durnng the forty yvears of his Ministry at the St. John’s 
Wood Synagogue there must have been very many who knew him ‘and 
loved him on account of this side of is character; those blessed with this 
world’s goods, because in his kindly way he made them give. and those 
who were m need of help because he obtained it for them m a graciou 
and noble manner, and made them feel that they need not be ashamed to 
accept his assistance. The Congregation will seem cheerless without him, 
for he always had a kind word, a cheerful smile or joke for evervone 
It seems difficult ‘to believe that he, who, only two or three weeks a 
in spite of his seventy-one years, looked a nearly vouthful vigorou 
3 no more, that we shall never see him again in this life. His memory. 
however, will truly be blessed and a halo of love will surround hi 
whenever it is mentioned by his fnends and Congregants. 


We are informed that the late Mr. Price was born in Hul! and ‘not in 
Vilna as stated in the obituary notice in our last issue. 


Mrs. Susan Natnan, whose death is announced, was well known 
for her charitable work m Edinburgh. Dumnng the War, while her 
four sons were on active service, her home at 113, Gilmore Place, was an 
ever open door for the wayfarer and the stranger. Sabbath after Sabbath, 
the Jewish members of H.M. Forces were welcomed with a kindly and 
sympathetic hospitality, and many to-day will gratefully remember the 
many pleasant hours spent in her charming and delightful company. 


Last week the death occurred, in Manchester, of Mrs. DAVID Rosr, 
whose late hushand was Warden of the North Manchester Synagogue for 
many years. The deceased lady took a keen interest in the work of the 
Congregation, and leaves a large family to mourn her loss. One of her 
sons is Mr. George Rose, the well-known philanthropist, and supporter of 
Jewish educational efforts. 


Mr. SIMON FRANK ROTHSCHILD, of Brooklyn, Treasurer of the Saron 
de Hirsch Fund, hasdied in New York, at the age of seventy-four.

Plans to Meet Catastrophe 
A MISSION TO AMERICA 


Ugly Rumour and a Denial 


Viscount Bearsted, Sir Herbert Samuel and Mr. Simon Marks are 
sailing for New York*wn the liner “Majestic” on Wednesday. They 
are going as a delegation on behalf of the Central British Fund for 
German Jewry, and are taking Mr. J. L. Cohen with them as Secretary. 
They inform us that: their sole mission. is to discuss with the leaders 
of American Jewry whether any joint action can usefully be taken 
to assist Jewish refugees from: Germany. They state that they have 
no cut and dred plans whatever. 

On Wednesday night, the delegation authorised the following 
statement: “The object of the mission to the United States ts 
exploratory. The delegation will seek to take counsel with all 
miterested sections in Amenca, with a view to the preparation ot a 
scheme to promote the emigration Of Jews from Germany and to 
assist the emigrants to start enterpnses and find occupations in then 
new homes. It ‘is intended to formulate a definite scheme atter con- 
sultation with vaiious Jewish bodies, not only in America, but also 
in Palestine and elsewhere. Any schemes for these objects wall clearly 
require the raising of large funds.” 

Stories, persistent and consistent, have appeared in the Aimencan, 
French and English Press, and have not been demed in Berlin, to the 
efiect that the visit is connected with a detimte plan for the buying 
out of German Jewry. The scheme, of which the delegation deny all 
knowledge, is reported to consist of a virtual extension of the Haavarah 
principle to other countnes than Palestine. A fund of several milhen 
pounds (some Suy three, others ten)'1is to be- raised, according to the 
reports, Ith a period ot about four years, for the ransom of the hves 
and property of hundreds of thousands of German Jews (some say 
100,000, others 250,000). The existence of this scheme was reported 
in the New York Times and the London TIMes. 


German Government's Conditions 


The New YorKk TIMES vives the number of .lews whose emigration 
is conternplated as 250,000, and says that the German Government's 
conditions are as follows: 

First... That the Jews obtain the consent: of the British 
Government for the settlement of the ermigrants in Palestine and 
other British areas. 

Second. That the emigrants should be permutted to export 
their capital under the same conditions as the Haavarah, the 
German-Palestine transter agreement under which German Jews 
emigrating: to Palestine are permitted to take their capital in the 
lori ot Cerman 

Third, That British and American Jews provide funds to 
finanee the German exports involved, 

German Government circles on Monday declared that they were 
aware ot the project, but declined to reveal their attitude towards it, 
or to confirm or deny the conditions. It is assumed that the project 
is the outcome of the plan for a Jewish international liquidation. bank 
drawn up by leading Jewish financial experts. This plan, we reported 
in our issue of December 6th. was for a bank:in London, which “would 
be on the lines of a joint stock company, the shares to be offered for 
sale among Jews throughout the world. German Jews who wish to 
withdraw their money from Germany to countnes other than Palestine 
would be assisted by the bank. The plan would mean that the transfer 
agreement which the German Government now has with Palestine 
would be extended to other countries, thus putting an end to the 
Jewish boycott of German goods and services. Dr. Schacht is said 
to view the plan with considerable favour.” 
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Statements and Counter-Statements 


According to several sources, someone on behalf of the Nazi 
Government visited London: recently and saw representatives of 
British Jewrv. and some sort of tentative scheme was drawn up. 
The delegation deny all knowledge of this. A similar story has 
appeared im the French Press, over the signature ol the well-known 
publicist, G. R. Tabouis, There appears to be no truth mn the story 
which appeared in a Palestine paper to the effect that Sir Herbert 
Samuel is to be appointed by the League ot Nations as High Com- 
mnissioner for Refugees. This, too, has been demed by Sir Herbert. 

Dr. Weizmann gave a long-distance telephone message from 
Palestine to the News CHRONICLE on Tuesday, and said : “Lack of 
funds is at present the only obstacle. Provided the funds can be 
raised—and that is primarily the object of the delegation to America 

there will be no difticulty in finding room for the refugees. It would 
he diflicult to exaggerate the urgency of the matter, for the situation 
of Jews in Germany to-day is a terrible one. Uniless we can do some- 
thing quickly there will be more bitter suffering.” 

Mr. Nahum Sokolow said, to the same paper: “I confidently hope 
that United States public opinion will back with all its benevolence and 
traditional generosity. this noble enterprise. The agony ot German 
Jewry has reached such a degree of urgency, and has become such a 
complex international problem, that something great must be under- 
taken numedrately, not only by the Jewry of the world, but by the 
whole of humanity... I hope also that the former High Commussioner 
for German refugees, Mr. James G. McDonald, whose last memorandum 
went to the heart of the civilised world, will be helpful in tlus great 
work.” 


Separate Issues Confused ? 


The MANCHESTER GUARDIAN states the matter as follows: ~ There 
is no definite scheme in hand. Their mission is just exploratory. They 
will be awav about a month.... The plan that 1s now bemg con- 
sidered iS to have it general scheme ol emigration bor the youngel Jews 
in Glermanv. and to raise a large fund for trang them tor emigration 
and facilitating their settlement clsewhere. It 1s a plan to do what 
has been done during the last few years, but to do it on a larger scale, 
The reports of negotuations tor the release of Jewish capital—that 1s, 
simply, Jewish property in Germany—arise from a confusion of two 
things. One eoncerns the Jewish Community, the other concerns the 
League ot Nations. As far as the Jewish Community is concerned 
the main plan is to raise a large fund in England and the Umited 
States to finance the enungration and to provide for the training ot 
the emigrants. This has nothing to do with any arrangement. with 
the Nazi Government of Germany. If such an arrangement is to be 
made, it is held, it 1s a duty of the League of Nations..,. It will be 
one of the duties of the new High (ormrmissioner to deal with tho 
withdrawal of Jewish capital from Germany...” | 


“ Hints from Berlin” 


We read in The Times that “there have been hints from: Berlin 
that the German Government ts ready to discuss a wholesale transfer 
of Jews, Proy died that British and Amenecan Jewry can find means to 
finance a Volume of trade with German exporters in excess of the 
amount of whatever capital the Jewish emgrants might eventually be 
allowed to take out of Germany.” 

The Executive Committee of the Zionist Orgamsation of America 
on Monday issued a statement over the signature.of Morris Rothen- 
berg, President of the Ziomst Organisation of America, Louis Lipsky, 
Honorary President, and Dr. Stephen 8. Wise, denying the report of 
the plan to flood the world markets with German goods. The state- 
ment quotes Mr. Simeon Marks as having explained the purpose of 
the delegation to be to raise funds for settling German Jews in 
Palestine and elsewhere, and it adds that “it is unthinkable that Jews 
would participate in any scheme under which Jews would be held as 
hostages by Germany until ransomed by Jewish money used for 
stunulating German trade.” 

On Tuesday, 1t was stated in official quarters in Berlin that such 
conditions do not come from:the German side. The project, it was 
stated, came from German-Jewish circles interested in assisting mass 
emigration of German Jews through an extended transfer agreement 
and by the establishment of an international Jewish bank. This 
project was considered important and could be negotiated, but the 
German Government saw no interest in permitting the export of 
German goods to lands other than Palestine without receiving some 
return, 


Mr. McDONALD’'S RESIGNATION 


How Berlin and Geneva Received It

its readers that Mr. J. G. McDonald had resigned his office as High 
Commissioner for Refugees coming from Germany.

Further Restrictions 


SCHWERIN COURT OVERRIDES MAYOR 


An order issued by the medical authorities in Berlin prohibits 
the health mnsurance boards sending their members for operations to 
Jewish Specialists or to private Jewish clinics. German patients 
requiring treatment in private clinics are, according to the order, to 
be sent to “Aryan” institutions dnly. Jews who are members of the 
sick insurance funds may be sent to Jewish clinics only with special 
permission, obtained in each case, from the head of the Association 
of Panel Doctors in Germany. 

In the city of Schwerin, the mayor refused to issue a permit to a 
Jewish doctor to open a private sanatorium in spite of the fact that 
the institution was intended only for Jewish atients. The mayor 
based his refusal on the law requiring evidence of “ political 
reliability” before a doctor can receive a licence to conduct a private 
clime. The mayor argued that Jews in Germany are not “ politically 
reliable,” and therefore Jews cannot be given permits. The court, 
to which the physician appealed, held, however, that there. was nothing 
ngainst the personal reliability of the applicant, since he had served 
at the front during the War and had acted as a professor in a German 
university for nine years. The fact, moreover, that he was a Jew did 
not.deprive him of the right to operate a private clinic, especially when 
tho patients would be restricted to Jews.

WHEN IS AN ENTERPRISE “JEWISH ’? 
Conflicting Court Decisions 


When is a Jewish-owned firm to be considered Jewish? The 
question has arisen m eonnection with contra hetory decisions handed 
down in. two courts in Saxony, which revealed the contusion prevaul- 
ing in German courts with regard to the anti-Jewish legislation, 

| The first case dealt with the well-known Datchek Coal Works, 
eontrolled (be the Jewish industnalist, Karl Datchek, a 
(‘vechoslovakian citizen. The Nazi Party of Saxony brought charges 
acninst the eoncern for violation of the Nuremberg laws by displaying

the al flag whieh Jews nre mot permitted to display, 
Lhe eourt ruled, however, that Sine the employed 
five Jews among several hundred “Aryan” workers, 1ts display of tho 
Nazi flag was not to be onsidered a violation of the Nuremberg law. 

A second verdict, conflicting with this decision; was handed down by 
court in Plauen. Saxony. in the action brought by the Tiertie Depart - 
ment Store. which 1s owned by the Jew, Hermann ‘Tietz, against a 
number of Nazis who picketed the store in spite of Hitler's instruc- 
tions against “individual actions.” The court ruled in favour of the 
detendants, explaming that since the’ store still retains five Jewish 
mplox ees on its staff, it is net to be considered “Aryan.” 


“JEWISH CRIME” 
A Separate Register of Offenders 


The Ministry of the Interior has notified every police station in 
the Reich, that Jews, no matter how insignificant their offences may 
be, should be registered separately from “Aryans” in the lists of 
criminal offenders. The order appears to have a two-fold purpose: 
the first is to ensure oflicial attention to every offence by a Jew, so 
that grounds for deportation of foreign Jews may be established even 
though their offences may consist only of breaking traffic regulations ; 
the second is to present to the world an exaggerated picture of alleged 
* Jewish crime” in the Nazi Reich. 

The ScHwarRze Korps, the official organ of the Nazi Black 
Guards, devoted a full page recently to an article on “ Jewish Cnme,” 
illustrated with photographs of alleged Jewish criminals. 


DOMESTIC SERVICE LAW 
Regulations Extended 


So tew of the “Aryan” domestic servants who had to leave their 
Jewish employment on New Year's Eve were able to obtain alterna- 
tive employment that several municipalities have had to open special 
homes for them. The services of maids over forty-five are now at a 
premium and one Berlin newspaper the other day contained 145 
advertisements for them. 

The order has been extended to include shorthand typists and 
secretaries if they live in their employers’ houses and in Hesse-Nassau 
to include charwomen. Here, District Leader Sprenger has ordered 
the police to take action against both employer and employee, if the 
law is not obeyed. The laws apply to foreign Jews resident in 
Germany and have already been enforced upon a British and an 
American citizen, 7 

An authoritative commentary issued by the Ministry of the 
Interior defines a Jewish household as one in which there is a Jewish 
male above the age of sixteen. Jews may receive service from 
“Aryans” in an hotel or boarding house, and they may also receive 
limited service if they rent a furnished room in an “Aryan” house- 
hold. The chief restriction here is that the Jewish boarder should 


not eat meals with the family letting the room or take part in the

Tribute to the late Lord Reading 


Nazism’s World Challenge 


“MEIN KAMPF” OR THE SCRIPTURES? 


Mr. L. G. Montefiore. O.B.E.. the President. presided on Sunday

Cause. There were many ways in which that cause could be served. 
No other man in thew generation had. through his great eminence 
in the State, brought to the Jewish name such honour. The fame of 
lus career, and the great qualities which made that career possible, 
would remain an mspiration to them and to their children. 
; Mr. M. Dr PARC recalled that Lord Reading hac been tor several 
| years a Vice-President of the Anglo-Jewish 
when he became Viceroy of Indu. 
The meeting stood im silent tribute to Lord Reading's memory. 
In presenting the report of the Joint Forengn Committee, Mr. 
MONTEFIORE said much space had been devoted, both in the English 
and foreign Press, to the letter addressed by Mr. McDonald to the 
League of Nations on relinquishing his office as High Commissioner for 
Refugees coming from Germany. Mr. MeDonald very naturally and 
properly stressed the hurnamtarian side of the problem and eloquently 
described the deepening distress of Jewish and non-Jewish exiles from 
Germany. But he also spoke of the policies which constituted a 
challenge to the consmence of mankind.

+ and it was for them, free citizens of a free country, to see that it did 
; not remain unanswered. The German Jews were gagged and bound. 


They were unable to reply even to those renegades who, like Herr 
Kareski, fawned upon the persecutors and accepted office at their 
hands. 
Fighting the Devil of Nazism 

It nught well be, said Mr. Montefiore, that just as in the Middle 
Ages Jews sought refuge within the ghetto walls, so the German Jews ' 
would abandon their claim to play a part and take thew share 
in European civilisation. Under existing circumstances, who could 
blame them? But what should be said of them uf they did not, 
so long as lie lasted, remain steadfast in the struggle with National 
Socialism, with the doctrine of blood and race, with idolatrous worship 
of tyranny and oppression’ If the last refugee had found a permanent 
home, and if the last Jew had left Germany, the struggle between the 
spint of “Mein Kampf” and the spint of Holy Seripture would still 
have to be fought out. In a stmking article publshed in the 
MANCHESTER GUARDIAN last Frday, the great Protestant theologian, 
Kart Barth, wrote that faith in Jesus Christ and faith m Adolph 
Hitler were incompatible. For them, he would add, there could be 
no reconcthation between the spirit of National Socialism and of 
Leviticus xix., 33. “And if a stranger soyourn with thee in your 
land, ve shall not vex him. But the stranger that dwelleth with you 
shall be unto you as one born among you, and thou shalt love him 
as thyself.” 


He had read, went on Mr. Montefiore, that in German schools 


teachers read to their class the so-called war guilt clause of the Treaty 
of Versailles, saving: “Children, listen to the formula invented by 
our enemies in order to brand Germany with eternal shame.” And 
the children were taught to reply: “The thought of our humiliation 
and shame shall burn im our souls until the day of honour and freedom 
dawns.” Freedom and honour meant in Germany to-day the free- 
dom of the strong to oppress the weak, and of the powerful to 
dishonour thos@ unable to resist. 
Dr. Samvuet Daicnes said that whatever some German —_— 
Jews might do in Germany, what Herr Kareski had done could not ee — Cli 
be excused in any circumstances. Referring to the letter of Mr. 
MeDonald, Dr. Daiches spoke of it as the greatest event that had 
happened since the Nazi persecution of Jews began. Contrary to 
certain views which had been expressed on Mr. McDonald's appeal, 
he had not therein suggested that 1t was necessary to remove the Nazi 
regime in order to stop the creation of refugees, but that they must 
intercede with the present German Government and make them stop 
the persecution of the Jews. : 
Several grants -recommended by the Executive Committee in 
connection with schools in the East, moved by the Chairman of the 
Committee, Mr. Leonarp STern, were carried.

Mr. Sokolow on Zionist Cultural Work 


THE HEBREW MOVEMENT IN ENGLAND 


Under the auspices of the Zionist Federation of Great Britain 
and Ireland, the Central Keren Hayesod Committee and the Tarbut 
Association, a public meeting to welcome Mr. Nahum Sokolow, in 
the three-fold capacity of Hon. President of the World Zionist 
Organisation, President of the Keren Hayesod and of the Tarbul 
Organisation, was held on Monday evening at the Adolph Tuck 
Hall. 

The meeting was opened by the Chairman, the Rev. J. K. Gold 
bloom, Letters of apology for absence were received from the Rev. 
M. L. Perlzweig and Mr. Leon Simon, ©.B. 

Mr. Simon wrote: “I hope that the mr eting will bear tangible 
fruit in a quickening of active interest in the Hebrew movement tn 
this country. There is a growing recognition of the fundamental 
importance of the cultural side of Zionism, but hitherto this 
recognition has remained too much a matter of theory.” 

Mr. Paul Goodman said that Mr. Sokolow had undertaken a 
very onerous duty in trying to develop the department of Hebrew 
culture within the Zionist Organisation. On behalf of the 
Zionist Federation, he assured Mr. Sokolow that they would do their 
best to help him in his work. | 

Mr. Sokolow uttered a warning against the danger of creating 
in Palestine a German-Jewish colony divorced from Hebrew culture 
and knowledge. He said that the method which be had in mind of 
developing the vitally important work of Tarbut when he accepted 
the position of President of that Organisation, was the creation of 
ai new current among the rank and file of Jewry throughout the 
world. Tarbut, Zionism and Eretz Israel were not three separate 
things, but one and indivisible. Every Jew ought to buy Hebrew 
books and to read a Hebrew newspaper. It was this foundation 
which he regarded as fundamental to the success of the renewed 
endeavour which they were now making on behalf of Hebrew and 
Hebrew culture. Ie also stressed the fact that it was the spirit of 
the Torah which constituted Hebrew culture, and he expressed the 
hope that all those present would help this cause, for without 
money they could not carry on the work. 


Help Needed for Tarbut 


Mr. I. Wartski said it had. -to be admitted: that the Tarbut 
Organisation in London was very weak with only about 150 paying 
members. —They knew that many young people were interested in 
Hebrew, but they conld not pay the annual contribution demanded 
from members of the Organisation. This money must come from 
the Baaleit Habatim, and of those; very few had answered their 
appeal up to now. ‘They now had in London, however, many 
Evening Classes in Hebrew. Paying a tribute to Mr. Sokolow, Mr. 
Wartski said the new Tarbut Organisation, at the head of which 
Mr. Sokolow was to stand, should undertake to publish his books. 

Professor Brodetsky said that if Mr. Sokolow would convert the 
potential energy which existed in Jewry on behalf of Hebrew and 
Hebrew culture into kinetic energy, then he would add an additional 
service which would be at least as great as anything he had done 
up to the present 


The Legislative Council 
SPECIAL ANGLO-JEWISH CONFERENCE 


At a special meeting of the British Section of the Jewish Agency, 
it was decided to convene a Special Conference of Anglo-Jewry, 
consisting of members of the Board of Deputies and delegates 
of the Zionist Federation and the Zionist Parties in this country. 
The object of the Conference will be to consider the announcement 
by the High Commissioner for Palestine relating to the proposed 
establishment of a Legislative Council. 

The Conference will be held on Sunday afternoon, the 
19th inst., at 230, at the Adolph Tuck Hall. Lord Melchett, who 
will preside, will open the proceedings, after which speeches will be 
delivered by Professor Brodetsky, Mr. Neville Laski, K.C., and the 
Rey. J. K. Goldbloom. The closing Address will be given by Mr. 
Nahum Sokolow. 


Dr. Yoffey Discusses Orange Growing 


THE UNSTABLE ELEMENT 


Dr. J. M. Yoffey, Vice-Chairman of the English Zionist Federa- 
tion, discussed the political consequences of orange growing in 
Palestine, at a meeting organised by the Manchester and Salford 
Zionist Central Council at the Midland Hotel, last Sunday. The 
complications, he said, were becoming serious enouvh to lead to a 
definite movement for making Palestine a British Crown Colony, 
this being the only way of retaining Imperial Preference in Britain, 
the largest market for Palestine oranges. 

The orange growers were rapidly becoming a serious problem in Pales- 
tine and were the only really unstable element in the country to-day. 
When the plantations were started, oranges were selling at 10s. to 15s. a 
box, and had this price been maintained they would have become a 
source of great prosperity to the country, as exports would soon be 
reaching 20,000,000 boxes a year. 

Last year, however, the price dropped as low as 3s. 6d. a box. One 
resulé was arush to cut costs by importing cheap Arab labour. Every 
year showed how well-advised the Zionist organisations had been to 


insist on their own colonists adopting the far safer policy of mixed 
farming. 
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Dutch Zionist Federation Conference

Young Mizrachi Annual Conference 
A YEAR OF ACHIEVEMENT 


The Ninth Annual Conference of the Young Mizrachi Organisa- 
tion of Great Britain and Ireland (T'nuath Torah V'avodab) was 
held at Woburn Llouse, W.C., on the 25th and 26th of December. 

Mr. E. Halevy said that the Young Mizrachi in this country had 
n record of achievement. during 1935 of which it could be justly 
proud. In order that their work might be carried on still more 
efficiently, 16 would. be necessary for the Conference to consider 
schemes for the reorganisation of the movement. 

lraternal greetings were brought by Mr. A. Bornstein, Chairman 
of the Mizrachi Organisation of Great Britain and Ireland, and by 
the Rev. J. ht. Goldbloom, representing the Zionist Federation. 

Mr. M. Persoff presented the Executive report. He dealt with 
the different aspects of the work done during tle year and said 
every Constituent Society had its Modern Hebrew Class and regular 
study circles. More Skekalim had been sold during this year’s 
Congress campaign than ever before and the movement in England 
had obtained three delegates, two of whom, for the first time, 
represented the Young Mizrachi Organisation. All constituenf 
societies had raised various sums for the Palestine Pioneers’ Fund. 
Over £600 had been collected, of which £560 had already been 


remitted to Palestine. A Brith Chalutzim Dattiim group had been 


formed which was doing very useful work among orthodox young 
people who desired to train as Chalutzim. 

Reports were presented by representatives of the Con. 
stituent Societies. Mr. S. Turner presented the financial statement 
showing an income for the year of £121 and expenditure of £102. 

A detailed report of the Nineteenth Zionist Congress was given 
by Mr. E. Halevy, and addresses were given by Dr. Isidore Epstein 
(fon. President of “ Rechavia”™ Young Mizrachi), who stressed the 
important part that the Young Mizrachi Organisation could play in 


Jewish education, and by Dr. Feldman of the Central Mizrachi 
pureau in Palestine 


Mr. E. Halevy then presented a scheme for the reorganisation in 
this country of the Movement Torah V'avyodah. The proposals, after 
full discussion, were adopted in principle. 


Resolutions 


The following are among the resolutions passed by the Conference: 
The Torah V’avodah Movement of Great Britain and Ireland discerns in 
the proposed Legislative Council for Palestine an effort to reduce the 
Jews to the status of a minority in Palestine. Such a status is in the 
firm conviction of the Movement, a contradiction of the Balfour Declara- 
tion and a negation of the spirit underlying the Mandate. Whilst in 
agreement with the principle of Democratic Government, the Movement 
is firmly of the opinion that the time for such Government in Pales- 
tine is not yet ripe. The Conference therefore accords full suport to the 
leaders of the Jewish Agency in their determined opposition to the 
proposed Legislative Council, and appeals to His Majesty's Govern- 
ment to postpone the consideration of the question of providing the 
Body until the Jewish People has 
reached such dimensions in Palestine as contempla 
Declaration and Mandate for Palestine, 

This Conference urges His Majesty's Government to grant far greater 


immigration facilities for the Jews of Germany 
countries, y, Poland, and other 
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This Conference appeals to His Majesty’s Government to recocenise 
the Jewish Ecclesiastical Court as part of the official judicial] system of 
Palestine and to provide funds for its upkeep from the budget of the 
Palestine Administration. ; 

This Conference notes the unsatisfactory proportion of Jewish labour 
employed in public works in Palestine, and respectfully calls on His 
Majesty's Government for the fulfilment of its pledges in this respect as 
contained in the McDonald letter to Dr. Chaim Weizmann. 

3 This Conference resolves to amend the Constitution of the Young 
Mizrachi Organisation of Great Britain and Ireland in the following 
respects: The name of the Organisation shall be Torah V 'avodah Move- 
ment of Great Britain and Ireland. Its. Constituent Bodies to be: (a) 
Young Mizrachi Organisation of Great Britain and Ireland ; (6) Orvanisa- 
tion of World Torah V'avodah Groups. | . 

Provision should be made for direct membership to the Organisation 
as apart from membership to the societies of its constituent bodies.

Arabs and the Legislative Council 


LEADERS NOT REPRESENTATIVE 


A SOP TO THE LEAGUE OF NATIONS? 
[From our Cerré sponde nt—JERUS ALEM | 

The Council scheme, since the Arabs have so far resisted 
efforts to induce them to set up an Arab Agency, on the lines of the 
Jewish Agency, may be regarded as an attempt to create this body in 
another form. It is fairly certain that neither the spasmodically- 
revived Arab Executive nor any of the handful of Arab parties are 
really representative of their people. The present so-called leaders 
are not the chosen enussanies of the population, but have been elected 
at conferences of a limited number of clansmen, fnends and 
sycophants. The Legislative Council will acheve a more representa- 
tive body, should all the Arabs agree to take part, by providing 
sipultaneously a franchise and nominated system, 


Arab-British Deadlock Foreseen 

Assuming that the Arabs accept, there will be eleven elected 
members of ther community and three appointed Arab civilians or 
officials on one side of the Council, and five semor British ofticials, two 
representatives of the commercial community (probably British or 
chosen tor them pro-Government syrnpatlues), and seven other olticials 
to take the place ot the Jewish absentees on the other side, That is, 
fourteen for the Government, and fourteen against. The President 
(an Englishman) will have “ no mght to speak or vote.” That certainly 
indicates that every discussion will be a deadlock and disputes will 
only be resolved by the High Commuisstoner in or out of Executive 
Council. 

If one may discern anything behind the whole Legislative Council 
idea, 1t is that the autherities are hurrying on the execution of a 
project which would normally require another ten or fifteen years to 
evolve, snuply to appease. political passions among a section of the 
population, and to demonstrate to the League of Nations that another 
backward people has been fturnished with a measure ol AWUTOnOMY, 
im consonance with the British pledge at Geneva. 

The coincident fact that the announcement of the High Com- 
mussioner s appointment to serve another five years has been made 
soon atter the Legislative Council offer. \ indicate that the British 
Government does not intend to retreat from the plan. His Excellency 
will thus be enabled during the next five years to complete the 
structure of the Couneil, and to observe the results of the ¢ xpernnent, 
the launching of which, it is gene rally believed, he has strongly urged 
at the present time, 


Arabs Postpone Decision 
NASHASHIBI IN FAVOUR 


At the Conference ot the Arab Parties which met on Tuesday to 
decide on their reply to Su Arthur Wauchope with regard to their 
attitude to the Legislatave Council, Ragheb Bey Nashashibi, former 
Mayor of Jerusalem and leader of the Arab Defence: Party, tmned to 
convince the opposition to accept the proposal. . 

Nashashibi gave as the conditions of the Arab acceptance of the 
Council an increase in the number of Arab members by three, who 
should be erther nominated or elected, as well as other minor modifiea- 
tions of the scheme. 

The Conference adjourned till Thursday, when its final decision is 
to be given, provided the High Commussioner will. by then have handed 
to the Arabs the Colonial Ottice reply to their previous memorandum, 
which contained the Arab national demands. 

The Arab Youth Congress Party and the party of the Mufti of 
Jerusalem adopted a resolution rejecting the Legislative Council and 
demanding an Arab National Government with a Parliament enjoying 
full legislative powers. 

The visit of Sir Arthur Wauchope to Nablus on Monday is 
generally regarded .as indicating his desire to persuade: the Arab 
extremists to agree to the proposal of a Legislative Council. 

The Jewish Agency for Palestine has issued an official communiqué 
announcing that the joint meeting consisting of the members of the 
Actions Committee in Palestine, the Jewish Agency, the Vaad Leumi, 
the Agudat Israel and Mr. Dizengoff confirmed the previous Jewish 
decisions to reject Legislative Council proposals. 


Shots Fired in Jewish Settlements 


Arab bandits fired last week on Jacob Glans, a Jewish watch. 
man at the Beth Alpha Colony. He was not hurt, and the police, 
with the aid of bloodhounds, arrested two Beduin. 

Shooting was also reported from Kfar Hasidim, not far from 
Haifa, and wagons from Yagur were also fired upon. No casualties 
were reported and no arrests have been made. 


Triple Agreement in Orange Trade 


The JUDISCHE RUNDSCHAU has quoted in a recent number a 
Jerusalem Express Service message, giving notice of an agreement 
made between Jewish, Arab and German orange exporters in 
Palestine, on the one hand, and Germany on the other. Citrus 
fruits to the value of four-million Marks are, it is stated, to be 
exported in exchange for German goods, the transaction to be 
accomplished outside the Haavarah Office by means of a new 
company under the supervision of the Anglo-Palestine and the 
German Templar Banks, 


Japanese Dumping in Palestine 
STARTLING TRADE RETURNS 


[From our Corre spondent— JERUSALEM | 


Attention has been given here to the statement by Mr. Stanley 
Baldwin in the House of Commons last month that the freedom of 
trade granted to Japan in Mandated territories is not a privilege of 
the Mandate (since Japan is no longer a member of the League 
of Nations) but a provision of the Anglo Japanese commercial 
treaty of 1911 which has been given effect in such areas. 

The absurdity of this may be seen in the fact that Japan 
actually competes with England itself in the Palestinian market. 
During 1934, Japan sold merchandise valued at £593,002 in Palestine, 
and took no local products in return. According tothe Blue Book for 
1934, Japan's imports into Palestine during the six-year period of 
1929 to 1934 were valued at £1,181,382, and it bought in return goods 
for only £5,635. Here is an account of Japan's purchases from 
Palestine in tliat time. 

Bought from Palestine

The bulk of the imports into Palestine from Japan last year 
was in cotton textiles, piece goods and yarn, to the total value of 
£280,367. Woollen tissues, artificial silks and wearing apparel 
accounted for asum close on £150,000, These types of merchandise 
are also taken from Manchester. Even if Manchester cannot supply 
them, the United Kingdom is surely able to supply iron tubes, pipes 
and fittings, which Japan sold here last year for nearly £26,000, 

Active Discrimination 


Scanning the foreign trade returns for last year, one notes that 
India sold goods here for £176,687 and took £21,818 in return; 
Australia’s exports to Palestine were £186,543 and its imports 
from it £8,507. Cyprus was even worse with exports to Pales- 
tine of £84,481 and imports from Palestine £3,386. Tanganyika and 
South Africa were the only two British Commonwealth countries 
which bought more from Palestine than they sold to if. 

The only foreign country which appears since 1952 to have 
bought more from Palestine than its sales was Switzerland. Last 
year, its exports to here were £192,237 and its imports from 
Palestine £562,814. 

The extent of Palestine’s adverse trade balance may be seen in 
the total for last year. She imported an aggregate value of 
£15,426,211 (exactly double that of 1929 and 1932) and exported only 
£4,067,822. The balance has of course been offset by the large 
influx of capital, and the investment in building and other activity 
for which much of the imports were required materials, 

It is not diflicult, however, to forsee the consequences of allowing 
the trade balance to assume unmanageable proportions and of failing 
in time to evolve adequate measures to fetter the dumping practised 
by countries such as Japan. ? 


Report of Mandates Commission 
JAPAN AND ECONOMIC EQUALITY 


The report of the last session of the Permanent Mandates Com- 
nussion was published in Geneva on Monday. The Comnissien 
requests the Council of the League of Nations to give its decision 
about the advisability of enforemg the clause that economic equality 
of nghts should no longer be appled in respect of Japan and Germany 
in mandated territories. 

In its former report to the Council of the League of Nations, 
the Mandates Commission demanded to know the reason why goods 
imported from a State which had ceased to be a member of the League 
of Nations should continue to enjoy equality of rights in Palestine 
with goods imported from States which are members of the League. 
To that observation, Mr. Nobumi Ito, who represented Japan in 
Geneva last October, told. the Mandates Commussion that, although 
no longer a member of the League of Nations, Japan insisted on 
equality of treatment in mandated territories. 

The new report of the Mandates Commission reproduces this 
declaration of the Japanese representative without comment. 

The Commission states that it has considered the new petition 
of the Revisionists, but has decided to reject it as inacceptable because 
its demands are not compatible with the Mandate. 


The Jewish Regiment 

In the December issue of the ROYAL FUSILIERS’ CHRONICLE appeared 
an article, under the heading ‘Service Battalions,” which dealt with 
the Menorah Club founded in Jerusalem by ex-soldiers of the 38th, 39th 
and 40th Battalions (*‘ The Jewish Regiment”) who had settled in 
Palestine after the War. The Club numbers among its honorary 
members Field-Marshal Lord Allenby, General Sir John Shea, the Right 
Ifon, Sir Herbert Samuel and the former Commanding Officers. 

Approximately one thousand of the non-Palestinian members of these 
Battalions were demobilised locally, at their own request, and at present 
one can find them in practically every walk of life, starting from important 
government posts, leading advocates, physicians, journalists, poets and 
artists; and ending with the humble boot-black, who usually secures a 
double reward from his more fortunate comradés-in-arms. It is note-

JEWS AND VITAMINS 


Vitamins in Theory and Practice, by Dr. Leslie J. Harris, (Cambridge 
University Press, 8s. 6d. net.). 

Dr. Harms has written an extremely useful handbook on this fascin- 
ating and extremely intimate subject. He has unparted his very 
extensive knowledge of biochemistry, and his scientific deductions on 
chetetics, with an ease and suavity and clarity which rival many cookery 
books on the market. In fact it is far easier to arrive at a rational diet. 
with the aid of this book than to prepare some of the terribly complicated 
dishes which the book itself rules out of court, on aceount of their 
deficiency of essential food values. Jewish readers of Dr. Harris’s book 
on vitamins will learn with interest of the valuable pioneer work performed 
hy the Jews in the discovenes connected with vitamins. It was Dr. 
Casimir Funk who, in 1912, named substances he succeeded in isolating, 
vitamins, ** because he thought that they belonged to a group of chemical 
substances called amines and they were vital for life.’’ And again, it was 
the German-Jewish physician, Huldschinsky, who, in 1919, first used 
artifimal sunlight to cure rickets, which was then raging in Berlin. No 
doubt his fatherland has since testified its gratitude to this benefactor 
of the German race in its usual gentlemanly and grateful manner. The 
diet of Jewish children has always been superior to that of parallel cases 
of non-Jewish children owing to the greater proportion of fat and proteid 
included in the Jewish child’s food, and the fresher condition of the food 
consumed by the Jewish children. Dr. Harris shows that as long ago 
as 1902 a Leeds physician, Dr. W. Hall, pointed out that rickets was 
much less prevalent among Jews than among Gentile families in the 
newhbourhood. There is now scientific corroboration for this highly 
desirable state of affairs. It is encouraging to read of the progress that 
is being made in the standard of national health since the discoveries 
in this realm have been put into practical use, but, as Dr. Harris reminds 
us, rickets is an entirely preventible disease, and yet, in 1928, 87 per cent. 
of London elementary school children were found to have suffered in 
degres‘from it. Dr. Harris’s book, by instructing and informing 
readers on this subject, should sensibly contribute to the diminution of 
rickets where the cause of food deficiency is not purely economic. And 
an enlightened and instructed State in the future will find it far less 
costly to make it humanly impossible for any child to be undernourished 
than to pay the colossal annual bill of indifferent health that accumulates 
from these early sources. :

Teachers and students of Jewish history have long felt the need of 
a series of comparative chronological tables, which would show at a 
glance the development and vicissitudes of Jewish life in various parts of 
the world. Julhus Hoxter, Editor of that admirable source-book of 
Jewish history which recently appeared, has fulfilled this want too in his 
recent. publication, covering the entire period from the close of the 
Biblical age down to the present day. It 1s a little cohventional, perhaps, 
but conscientious, accurate, and eminently useful; and it may be recom- 
mended without qualification.

When the Central Committee for 
Jewish Education take this task in hand—as one trusts they will very 
soon—they cannot do better than to take as their model Mr. Hoxter’'s 
admirable compilation, though, of course, replacing his natural German 
onentation with an English one.

No. 844—-A Landmark in Jewish History 


My Dear Covsry. 


Carry your mind back one-hundred-and-fifty years, to Berlin. It 
was Monday, the second of January, 1786. Dr. Herz, the friend and 
physician of Moses Mendelssohn, heard that the latter was indisposed. 
He hurned off to see him. “I must have caught cold on Saturday,” 


Mendelssohn informed the doctor. But his pulse was normal, his 


breathing Cusy. Only i“ cough troubled hum. When the doctor arrived 
next morning, he found the patient wrapped in a fur coat and com- 
planing of a chilly feeling. “I am pretty bad to-day, my dear doctor” 

such was Mendelssohn's greeting. “My cough gives me not a single 
quiet moment; I cannot eat, and I did not sleep a wink last night 
You can unagine how tired I feel.” Nevertheless, he conversed cheer- 
fully with Dr. Herz, who advised him to take a cooling drink from time 
to time. 

At five o'clock that evening his temperature rose. Yet 
cheery. At nine, the temperature appeared to have gone down, but 
Mendelssohn complained of a pain in his chest. 

On Wednesday, January 4th (which corresponded with Tebeth 
the 19th), about seven in the morning. Joseph Mendelssohn hastened 
to summon Dr. Herz to come unmediately, as his father was very 
restless. When the doctor arrived, he found the patient lying on a 
sofa. His eyes seemed sunken, his features drawn, his face pale. 
But he received his old friend with a cordial handshake. “You must 
forgive me for troubling vou so early in the morning. But I have had 
a wretched tight, and now I am restless and troubled.” Herz feared 
the worst, and went into the adjoming room to prepare the family for 
any eventuality. Suddenly he heard a noise from the room he had 
just left and rushed back, only to tind Mendelssohn dead. He had 
apparently had a stroke. 

Next day, the following notice appeared in the Berlin journals: 
“Yesterday morning Herr Moses Mendelssohn died, in his fifty-seventh 
vear. This news will surely bring a tear to the eyes of many a 
reader. For the world at large, no less than for his friends, his loss 
is irreparable. In which century will so remarkable a spirit be again 
found in a mortal body?” 

Twenty-four hours after his death, the whole Jewish Communit, 
in Berlin, with the exception of a handful of reactionary fanatics, 
attended the funeral. Many Christians joined the throng. The Jewish 
quarter closed its shops. Everyone felt that a prince. and a great man 
had passed from Israel that day. His contemporaries who knew him 
well described him as wys —weorthy in his generation, 
unique among his people. 

Why was there this universal sense of loss? Was it because 
Mendelssohn was a marvellous character’? In that small and deformed 
body of his there dwelt a heart of gold. Nothing was too much trouble 
for him to do for his friends. No act of kindness to help a fellow- 
creature in distress demanded too great a sacrifice from him. He 
greeted everyone with a fnendly countenance. His temper could not 
be ruffled. He was goodness itself. 

Was .it because of his extraordinanly gifted mind’? Here was 
a man who, by his own efforts, educated himself to be the equal of 
the greatest man of his generation. Lessing honoured him, Kant 
admired him. On one occasion, in connection with a prize essay, 
Mendelssohn came first and Kant only second. He wrote a treatise to 
demonstrate the immortahty of the soul, which won for him the praise 
of philosophers and the title of “a medern Socrates” and “a Jewish 
Plato.” He was regarded as an authonty on taste in art. He was 
abreast of the literature of his time. He was a philosopher among 
philosophers. 

Was it because he was a foremost authority on Judaism? Think 
what we will of the merits of his “Jerusalem,” we must admit that it 
is a great book. In it, he supported the thesis that Judaism has no 
dogmas, that the Jew is not asked to believe. The Revelation on 
Sinai was but revealed law. For the Jew, the consideration of primary 
importance was to do rightly, not to believe mghtly. But whether 
in all this he was right or wrong, the fact remains that he had a 
great love for his brethren. He bade them love truth and peace. Like 
the prophets of old, he loved all mankind. It was out of his love 
for his brethren that he translated the Pentateuch into German, 
printed in Hebrew characters, so that all might read it. It was out 
of his love for his brethren that he furnished the translation with 
a brief, compact, business-like commentary in a Hebrew style, which 
for those days was revolutionary. That style inspired a movement m 
Hebrew literature, to which it offered a model. The “Haskalah” 
derives from Mendelssohn. It would not be stretching a point too 
much if a man were to say that indirectly Mendelssohn was the 
spiritual father of the National Movement of to-day, at least, on its 
cultural side. 

Perhaps the universal sense of loss was due to all these things— 
to the lovable character, to the deep thinker, to the distinguished 
scholar, to the lover of his people. A hundred-and-fifty years ago, 
Jews felt deeply because of all these reasons combined. To-day, looking 
back not merely on the last century-and-a-half of Jewish history, but 
also to the century before that, we realise that Mendelssohn is a 
landmark fraught with the greatest significance. His life (1729-86) 
divides the medieval period in Jewish history from the modern period. 
Ghetto life had cramped the Jew—in his thinking, in his feeling, in his 
Outlook on life. His thinking was narrow. Narrow was his thinking 


even about the Talmud, which engaged his mental activities almost 
entirely. Useless mental gymnastics and a curious form of logic had 
crept into Talmud study. His feeling was narrow; it expressed itself 
In narrow sympathies. His relimon was narrow: it was formalism 
mingled with asceticism; it held that one way of pleasing God was to 
recite Psalms all might through. His outlook on life was narrow: how 
could it be otherwise, cooped up as he was within the confines of the 
ghetto? Environment contmbutes much to the formation of character 
and to our attitude to the world. The environment of the .Jlew in the 


seventeenth century could not but produce cramped existences. Even 
the language of the Jew bore evidence of repression. It was ungainly, 
anything but aesthetic. A story is told of how Mendelssohn sought 
to unprove the pronouncation of a Jew im regard to the German 
word Schirm,. denoting umbrella. “Shall | say Schorm when all the 
Killah says Scherm?” was the visitor's reply. A century of Jewish life

hands are tied by others, and then we are blamed for not using them.”

of Shem. The modern aspect of Judaism as we know if to-day, with 
its stress on knowledge, with its orderly liturgy. with its reasoned 
interpretation, owes a great debt to Mendelssohn's stress on education 
and enhghtenment

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Moses Mendelssohn 
One Hundred-and-Fifty Years Ago 


THE “GERMAN SOCRATES” AND ENGLAND 


It is just one-hundred-and-fifty years since Moses Mendelssohn 
passed away in Berlin, in his fifty-eighth year. The English 
periodicals, as was to be anticipated, published in due course laudatory 
obituary notices. They did not realise, however—nor, probably, did 
many of the Anglo-Jewish Commumty—that the German Socrates 
associations with England, though indirect, had been pretty continuous 
ever since those early days when, as a penniless student in Berlin, 
he had received lessons in English from Aaron Solomon Gumperz, and 
had tackled, iis hus first exercise mn Latin, it translation a Locke s 
“Essay on the Human Understanding” (1). The then Rabbis of Berlin, 
as it happens, both had English connections. David Frankel, Mendels- 
sohn's first and beloved master, was a cousin oft Hirschel 
Lewin, who, as Hart Lyon, had been Rabbi of the Great Synagogue in 
London 1756 to 1763. This was responsible, rhaps, tor the 
fact that almost the earliest literary work with which Mendelssolin was 
associated Saw the light also in Enghsh. When, in 1757, Frederick 
the Great gained his dazzling victory at Leuthen over the Austrians, 
David Frankel delivered a sermon so eloquent that he was begged 
to publish it. But he had no command whatsoever over conv ntional 
German, and it was to Mendelssohn that he turned to cast it into 
literary form and prepare if for the Press. This publeation had an 
instantaneous success. It was translated into Knglish and printed Lire’ 
after time on both sides of the Atlantic: at least two English editions 
and three Amenean, besice san msue of the Ceerman original published 
nt Philadelphia, are to be traced. 

On David Friinkel’s death, his kinsman, Hurschel Lewin, formerly 
(as we have seen) of London, was elected to take his place, He was

one of the comparatively few German Rabbis of that age who com- 
bined hght with learning, and in him Mendelssohn, the father of the 
new spint in Judaism, found a worthy and zealous co-adjutor. Thus 
it happened that the Rabbi, besides being largely responsible for the 
“Ritual-Gesetze,” gave his approbation to the famous German 
Pentateuch, which aroused such a storm of opposition in obscurantist 
circles. It is hardly to be doubted that when Moses Mendelssohn 
visited the Rabbi, he saw playing about the house a boy, Solomon, 
born in London during his father’s period of Ministry there, and after- 
wards watched him grow to manhood and enter into the Rabbinate 
also. It was Solomon Hirschel, afterwards Chief Rabbi in England, 
who cannot have failed to know and to remember the sage of Berlin. 

It is not impossible that Hirschel Lewin first drew Mendelssolin’s 
attention to the magnificent defence of Judaism, “Vindiciae 
Judaeorum,” published by Menasseh ben Israel during his mission to 
England. It was the book ideally suited for the German people at 
that period, who, unlike their descendants of to-day, were willing 
to be better informed even in matters on which their prejudices were 
strong. It was translated either by Dr. Herz or his wife, the famous 
Henrietta Herz, who knew English so well that in her widowhood she 
was engaged to teach the language in the household of the Duchess 
of Courland. The German edition, which was published in 1782 at 
Berlin and Stettin, was enriched with an introduction by Mendelssohn 
(almost as long as the book itself) which rapidly attained classical 
status. “The Mendelssohnian issue,” as Lucien Wolf pointed out, “is 
more famous than the original English edition, for in its German form 
the work became a classic of national Jewish controversy, whereas in 
English it was only associated with the local history of British Jews.” 

The character of Moses Mendelssohn must have been known in 
England before his name was. It sounds paradoxical: but it is 
probable enough, if one considers that Lessing’s “Nathan the Wise” 
was first published in an English translation by R. E. Raspe in 1781.

But the 
apostle ot the new gospel, as far as this country was cone rned, was 
that devoted httéerateur ot a century ago, Moses Samuel, of London 
and Liverpool (1795-1860)—-one of the unsung ypuoneers ot Anglo- 
Jewish literature.

Problems of Lithuanian Jewry 


THE EDUCATIONAL BLIND-ALLEY 


Professionals Not Wanted 


“BACK TO THE LAND” 


| From a Corre sponde nl | 

An important feature of the present situation of Lithuanian 
Jewry is the growth of difficulties in the education of its youth. 
For the last fifteen years, Jewish youth has been eagerly flocking to 
the secondary schools, as a transition to university education at 
home orabroad. This vast educational movement now seems to be 
checked. A small country such as Lithuania, labouring under a 
growing economic depression, can offer only n limited and 
continually shrinking demand for the services of those who have 
enjoyed higher education. These conditions ho'd both for Jews 
and non-Jews, but the Jewish plight is more hopeless. 

Simultaneously with a tendency on the part of the Government 
to reserve various kinds of posts for holders of university decrees, 
the Jewish student now finds some difficulty of access to the 
University. One notable-difficulty is that young Jews who have bad 
their education at a Hebrew secondary school (the acquisition of a 
knowledge of Hebrew is a strong attraction to those who have in 
mind eventual emigration to Palestine) do not find it easy to sueccecd 
in their matriculation examinations. Moreover, Jews who do enter 
the university and win their diplomas often encounter specific 
difficulties in their attempts to exercise the professions they were 
trained for. ) 

Young Jews are thus naturally heset with doubts as to whether 
it is worth while toiling for the vanishing prizes of diploma-crowned 
learning. Indeed, after the close of their secondary studies, many 
Jews actually avoid trying to efter the university; their preference 
is for the less ambitious and less learned, but more practical and 
more marketable callings. Among such callings, that of an agr cul- 
turalist in Palestine seems to be very popular. Some Jewish 
educationists in Lithuania now suggest that agriculture should be 
given a prominent place among the subjects taught in secondary 
schools, thus transforming what has hitherto been a preliminary 
stage to the university to a training-ground for the agricultural 
pioneer. It implies more than a change in the course of studies; it 
means a fundamental transformation of outlook. 

It may be added that analogous tendencies have arisen among 
non-Jews. If the non-Jewish youth does not undergo the special 
hardships of the young Jew, non-Jewish graduates also complain of 
a lack of outlet for their professional training: the crisis of the 
young non-Jew arises at the bottom from the obstacles encountered 
by his competitor, the young Jew. Lithuanian educational ciwcles 
are at present preparing a reform of secondary education calculated to 
deflect a part of Lithuanian educated youth from the encumbered 
professional careers towards homelier callings. 


Palestine the Lode-Star 


Palestine is the far-off haven of salvationon which not only the 
hopes of Jewish youth in Lithuania but those of the majority of 
Lithuanian Jews are centred. The economic depression, the grow- 
ing competition and some aspects of the Government's policy add new 
burdens to the Jewish merchant, professional man or artisan, 
Meanwhile, emigration remains accessible only to a small part of 
the Jewish Community; while recently introduced currency restric: 
tions handicap the emigation even of Jewish capitalists. — 

The agricultural crisis and the impossibility of emigration to 
the Americas (a favourite outlet for Lithuanians before the War) 
make it a necessity for the country population to look for 
occupations in the towns. This unavoidable development is proceed. 
ing with increasing speed. Under the stress of the crisis and 
under the more or less distinct influences of anti-Jewish policies 
pursued abroad, a part of the rising Lithuanian middle-class is 
inclined to raise demands for political measures which would aid 
them in the capture of urban positions by helping to eliminate or 
to weaken their Jewish competitors. 

It ig in this spirit that the large organisation of Lithuanian 
business men and artisans work. But even this organisation 
disclaims any attachment to anti-Semitism on the German model, 
The Government sympathises with this organisation, but abstains 
from giving its aims a full and unequivocal approval, 


Combating Nascent Anti-Semitism 


On the whole, anti-Semitism does not appear to have taken any 
deep roots in Lithuania, although it is undoubtedly stronger than 
before. It feeds on the general growth of German-inspired anti- 
Semitism throughout the world, although its fundamental causes 
lie in the strained internal economic situation. However, the 
Lithuanian Government and a large part of the Lithuanian public 
seem to be resisting the encroachments of anti-Jewish aggressiveness. 

Sometime ago, for instance, projects were contemplated estab- 
lishing a strict monopoly of flax and corn exports, the plan being 
conceived in such a way as to exclude any participation of Jewish 
business-men. ‘These plans created considerable alarm among 
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the Jewish population, a very large section of which is engaged in 
these export trades. The Government now appears to have estab- 
lished the plans in a manner giving satisfaction to the Jewish 
interests. Only recently, one of the leaders of the ruling Nationalist 
Party, Dr. Janovicius, published an article in which a friendly treat- 
ment of minorities was advocated and any imitation of German 
racialism resolutely deprecated. Another noteworthy denunciation 
of anti-Jewish activity is the influential Lithuanian publicist Count 
Zuboff. 

Throughout Lithuania, we see a silent struggle between more 
or less foreign-bred anti Semitic tendencies?which enjoy a certain 
fashionable attractiveness and the influence of those who stand for 
liberal traditions. The decisive factors of Lithuanian political life 
are undoubtedly striving not to preserve these traditions. How- 
ever, there is no security as to the further development and the 
atmosphere in which Lithuanian Jewry lives is laden with anxiety,

JEWRY'S DEMAND FOR PROTECTION 

Anti Jewish outbreaks were resumed in Lodz over the week- 
end, when a gang of Endeks paraded the streets attacking Jewish 
passers-by. One Jew, Natan Chmielewski, was burnt with acid. In 
Pogon, a suburb of Sosnowiec, Endeks terrorised the Jews for 
several days.. Jewish-owned stores were picketed and Jewish 
pedestrians assaulted. In Vilna, a bomb explosion this week 
completely demolished a Jewish shop, three persons being seriously. 
injured. In Grodno, an attempt was made to burn down an old 
Synagogue. In hielce the Endeks made several attacks on Jewish 
restaurants and shops. Hardly a day passes without some such 
outrage being committed locally, while so far very few of the 
culprits have been caught. 

Serious anti-Jewish riots also broke out afresh in Grudziondz, 
Western Poland, symptomatic of the fierce anti-Jewish campaign 
now being staged in Western Poland with the help of special Jew- 
baiting leaflets imported from Germany. Influenced by Endek 
agitation, a number of youths attacked Jews in the streets and 
smashed the windows in many Jewish houses. Order has now been 
re-established. A violent anti-Jewish campaign is reported from 
Beleslowiece, Kzepice and Praschka, near the German frontier. In 
Beleslowiece, Jewish traders at the fair were attacked and robbed, 
while pickets prevented Polish customers from entering Jewish 
shops. 

The Jewish Communal Executive in Warsaw has adopted a 
strong resolution protesting against the anti-Jewish excesses and 
demanding measures for the protection of Polish Jews. A powerful 
protest against anti-Semitism and Nazi’ propaganda was also 
registered last week by the second Conference of Jewish Ex-Soldiers 
in Poland, held in Warsaw. Among the Government representa- 
tives present were the Minister of Commerce, General Gorecki; 
the Vice-Minister for Military Affairs, General Gluhowski; and the 
Vice-Minister of the Interior, M. Kowezki. Greetings were received 
from the Inspector-General of the Polish Army, General Rydz-Smigly. 

A conference of the Jewish Socialist Party, ‘the Bund, 
adopted a resolution to launch a joint campaign together with the 
Polish, German and Ukrainian Labour organisations against: anti- 
Semitic activity. The resolution envisages the establishment 
throughout Poland of local joint committees for giving protection to 
Jews and organising resistance against attacks. The preliminary

RESUSCITATING THE CHIEF

RABBINATE

By common accord, the internal situation of Turkish Jewry ts 
one that calls for reorganisation. However, confusion prevails us 
to what steps should be taken to this end, while the absence of 
financial means dominates the controversy. 

Under the Sultanate, the Jewish Community was one of the 
religious communities the official existence of which was recognised 
by the Government. Its spiritual head, the Chief Rabbi or “Haham 
Bashi,” was vested with civil powers and exercised his jurisdiction 
in all questions of personal status, including births, marriage, 
death, divorce. and inheritance. Two bodies, one religious 
and the other lay, were elected by the Community to assist the 
Chief Rabbi. The organisation of the Community was based on the 


regulations of the Grand Rabbinate as approved by the Ottoman 
Government. 


even 


These regulations, the last version of which bas been in exist- 
ence for over seventy years, have not been changed, although every- 
thing else has been modified in Turkey, and the Chief Rabbinate 
cannot, either in fact or by law, exercise any of its former civil prero- 
gatives. For all practical purposes the Chief Rabbinate is at 
present non-existent. Turkish Jewry now consists of a number of 
small self-contained communities and of several important charitable 
institutions. In Istanbul, where fifty thousand of the seventy 
thousand Turkish Jews now live, every quarter has its distinct 
community with its synagogue and its rabbi, who theoretically owes 
obedience to the Chief Rabbinate, but is dependent in practice upon 
the community that pays him. 


The Views of the Government 


Of the Istanbul communities, the most important is that of 
Galata-Beyoglu-Shishli, whose members have to provide not only 
for the needs of their own community, but also for those of the 
three main charitable institutions and of the Chief Rabbinate. It 
thus happens that in the struggle for donations from the communal 
tax-payers, each of whom is visited by delegates of five institutions 
at least, the leaders of such institutions follow methods detrimental 
to the general harmony.

The Boycott Drive Continues 
— 
New Threat to Jewish Doctors and Lawyers 

The drive to oust Jews from public and professional life 
continues to arouse unrest among the Austrian Community. Great 
concern is felt by Jewish doctors at a demand which bas appeared 
in the Catholic daily, the WeLT-BLATT (an organ closely associated 
with the President, Dr. Miklas), that all Jewish doctors should be 
excluded from non-Jewish hospitals. This, states the WELT-BLATT, 
is the desire of the overwhelming majority of the population. 

Associations of Jewish lawyers throught the country have sent 
telegrams to the Chancellor, the Minister of Justice and the General 
Secretary of the Fatherland Front, in which they draw attention to 
authoritative information according to which all present Jewish 
members of the Board of the Bar Association in Vienna, with very 
few exceptions, are to be excluded from re-election as members of 
the Board. It is pointed out that such action is contrary to the 
Constitution of 1934, which prohibits any discrimination against 
Jewish citizens. The Jewish Lawyers’ Association therefore 
requests the re-nomination of loyal Jewish lawyers who are at 
present members of the Board of the Vienna Bar Association, or the 
nomination of an equal number of new members. 

Some months ago, atrade directory for “Aryans” was confiscated, 
A new Aryan” directory has now been published, and the Jewish 
Press is retaliating with some success by making known the names 
of the firms in the book, stating that they do not wish for Jewish 
patronage. As a result, numbers of the firms concerned are 
hurriedly repudiating any anti-Jewish tendencies. 


The political amnesty recently announced by the Government has also 
affected a number of Jewish prisoners arrested during the 1934 disturbances 
‘The Government has decided to stop proceedings against a number of 
Socialist leaders, including Dr. Wilhelm Ellenbogen, former member of 
the Executive of the Austrian Socialist Party, and Dr Robert Danneberg, 
former Secretary of the Austrian Socialist Party.

The Famine in Bessarabia 
RELIEF FUND OPENED 
| COMMUNICATED |} 


A special meeting of the Executive Cominittee of the Federation 
ol Jewish Rehef Organisations was held on Monday last, for the purpose 
of considering the position of the Jews suffering fromm famine in Bessarabia 
Mr. H. A. Goodman presided. 

Mr. A. M. Kaizer, the General Secretary, said that 50,000 Jews 
were rendered breadless by the famine. In various localities, whole 
Communities were reduced to starvation. In the township Arciz, for 
example, out of a total of 268 Jewish families, no less than 200 families 
were in the throes of starvation. The distress was increasing daily 
The present famine disaster was the third that had visited the Jews of 
Bessarabia in the course of the last twelve years, and the Jewish sufferers 
were In a worse position than the non-Jews, who had some reserves from 
previous years, while the Jewish population, ruined by the’ general 
depression of the last few years and the anti-Jewish boycott, was almost 
without means of existence. ‘ 

The meeting also dealt with the appeal received from the Federation 
of Jewish Relief Organisations in Bessarabia, advising the formation of 
a Central Famine Relief Committee, with Chief Rabbi I. L. Zirelson as 
Honorary President. The Committee includes among its personnel forty 
leaders of Bessarabian Jewry. The representative of the Relief Federation 
in Bessarabia, Mr. 8. Berliond (Chairman of the Zionist Organisation 
in Bessarabia) is Vice-President of the Committee. The Central Famine 
Relief Committee appeals to the London Relief Federation, which has 
already helped Bessarabian Jewry in former fdniifie years, to inaugurate 
at once a campaign in aid of the famine sufferers. , |

Persecution of Jewry 


The Rev. W. W. Simpson, of the Ambhurst Park Methodist Church, 
recently gave a talk on ‘‘Judaism’’ at the Park Lane Methodist Church, 
Wembley. After referring to the persistent persecution of the Jews in 
Giermany and their plight in Eastern Europe, he concluded: ‘‘We owed 
more than we ever realised to Judaism, and one of the things which 
was most deplorable was the ignorance of the average Christian to the 
outlook and life of the Jewish people.’’ 

Mr. N. L. Mandelson, of Pinner, 1n a letter to the reverend gentleman, 
thanking him for his address, pointed out some of the services rendered 
by the Jews to this country im reciprocation of the hospitality afforded 
them. In reply, Mr. Simpson wrote that there were many non-Jews in 
England who did not realise to what extent they were indebted to the 
yenerosity of their Jewish neighbours. He had seen something of the 
present. situation in Germany, Poland and Russia. ‘The problem was 
all too complex to be capable of easy solution, but he was convinced that 
the ultimate solution lay in the sphere of relyjon. Events on the 
Continent had shamed many Christians in England and America, and 
in Germany, too, for the only protest against anti-Semitism in that 
country had come from the Church.

UNMARRIED MOTHER AND HER CHILD 

The seventeenth Annual Report of the National Council for the 
Unmarried Mother and Her Child (Carnegie House, 117, Piccadilly) has 
heen issued. One of its objects is to secure the provision of adequate 
acco-nmodation to meet the varying needs of mothers and babies 
throughout the country, with a special aim of keeping mother and child 
together. The protection of foster children (states the report) is a 
problem which calls for constant thought and eonsideration, To place 
an illegitimate child with a foster mother is, alas, frequently the only 
practical solution which can be offered to the unmediate difficulties con- 
fronting an unmarriéd mother. The Council and other allied child 
welfare organisations meet with endless complications in their efforts 
to help all parties concerned. The Report pays tribute for her services 
to the late Mrs. Lindo Henry, a member of the Consultative Committee 
on Homes and Hostels and for many years Chairman and Treasurer of 
Charcroft House (which is affiliated to the Council). Among the 
members of the Executive Committee of the Council are Mr. L. Gluck- 
stein, M.P., and Mrs. Ernest Makower.

Historicism and Religion 

In the course of his address to the Historical Association, at a meeting 
held last week at the London School. of Economics, on the subject of 
‘* Historicism and Religion,.”” the Rev. Dr. Inge said: 

“We are often told that the value which modern Europeans attach 
to history is part of the legacy of Israel. The Greeks showed an intelli- 
gent curiosity about the past, but, to quote a modern philosopher, they 
did not take time seriously. Was there ever a school of history or a 
chair of history at Athens or Alexandria’? I think not. Very different, 
we are told, was the world-wide view of the Jews. For them God 1s 
revealed in history, and especially in the history of the Chosen People. 
Historv for the Jews is a theology.. Has this so close a resemblance to 
the evolutionary optimism of the human perfectability school of our own 
day, as is often assumed? I think not. Except for an indomitable 
hopefulness, the Jews had no reasoned view of the value of history. 
Historicism was a modern phase of thought. It was neither Greek nor 
Jewish nor Christian. It dated from a reaction against the rationalisation 
of what the Germans called enlightenment.

PROTEST AGAINST NON-CNRISTIAN SPEAKERS 


“Two vears ago at the early outbreaks of the Jewish atrocities 
in Germany. I went to Berlin to see for myself. I saw the Chief of 
Goebbels’ propaganda department who showed me certain letters 
which he declared were bona fide, written by prominent Jews in 
Germany, denying the atrocity stories. Like a fool, I beheved him, 
and to-night I am glad of the opportunity to say to my Jewish friends 
that I was wrong. Anyone who has followed events in Germany 
cannot but know that these letters were torgenes extracted at pistol 
point. I was wrong and you were nght.” 3 

Thi statement and public apology to the Jewish people was 
given by the Rev. H. S. MeClelland, of Trinity Church Glasgow, from 
the pulpit before a large Christian Congregation and some Jews and 
Mohamumedans, who were present at the second of a ~ League of 
Religions ” Service orgamised by him. It wall be remembered that at 
the outbreak of the German tronble, the Rev. H. MeClelland invited 
Professor Otto Schlapp and then Rabbi Dr. L Goodman to place 
before his Congregation the Nazi and the Jewish causes. Shortly after, 
Mr: McClelland went to Germany and, being misled, he returned and 
declared himself a Hhitlerite. The above apology was given with 
undoubted sincerity 

The Service itself was held last Sunday might. Great excitement 
was caused at the beginning when members of the Protestant League, 
through their leader, protested at the Service being held. The Service 
was about to begin when Mr. Alexander Ratcliffe, surrounded by his 
supporters, declared : “ We, of the Scottish Protestant League, protest 
against the Rev. H. S. MeClelland inviting men who are avowed 
enemies of the Christian faith to speak in a Church, as we consider 
this is a surrender of the Christian principles.” Mr. Ratchile and 
his supporters then left the Church. 1 would like to stress here that 
the objection raised appeared purely from religious motives and anti- 
Semitism did not enter into it. After the disturbance had died down, 
Mr. MeClelland said that the central idea of the Service was that 
“there is only one God, Who is the Father of all men of every race, 
ereed and colour.” He sympathised with the dissenters, who were no 
doubt sincere, but unfortunatein them outlook. ‘He then recited the 
Chief Rabbi's prayer on behalf of German Jews. 

Following Mr. Hyder Hussein, the Mohammedan speaker, the Rev. 
Dr. I. K. Cosgrove (of Garnethill Synagogue) delivered an address. 
He said that the Jew stood for peace. It was agonising to think that 
in this twentieth century the elementary rights -of human beings 
were being denied. In spite of theological differences, their common 
aim was peace, tolerance and brotherhood, for Judaism taught that 
the mghteous of all nations had a share in the world to come. The 
charge of separateness and clanmshness against the Jew was unjust, 
for, to the Jew, salvation depended only on mghteous living. 


SCOTTISH PROTESTANT LEAGUE’S DISCLAIMER 

Mr. Alexander Ratcliffe, General Secretary of the Scottish Protestant 
League in Glasgow, writes to THe JewtsH CHRONICLE to state that the 
protest made by his Organisation was in no way directed against Jews. 
The Rev. H. 8S. McClelland, the Minister concerned, recently had a 
Hindu and a Buddhist speaking from his pulpit, the letter declares, and 
this was followed up last Sunday by addresses by a Mohammedan and a

Scene in a Church 
PROTEST AGAINST NON-CHRISTIAN SPEAKERS 
“Two years ago at the early outbreaks of the Jewish atrocities 


in Germany. I went to Berlin to see for myself., I saw the Chief of 
Goebbels’ propaganda department who showed me certain letters 


which he declared were bona fide, written by prominent Jews m 


Germany, denying the atrocity stories. Like a fool, I beheved him, 
and to-night I am glad of the opportunity to say to my Jewish friends 
that I was wrong. Anvone who has followed events in Germany 
eannot but know that these letters were forgeries extracted at pistol 
point. I was wrong and you were right.” 

This statement and public apology to the Jewish people was 
given by the Rev. H. 8. McClelland, of Trinity Church Glasgow, from 
the pulpit before a large Christian Congregation and some Jews and 
Mohammedans, who were present at the second of.a “League of 
Religions ” Service organised by hima. It will be remembered that at 
the outbreak: of the German trouble, the Rev. H. McClelland invited 
Professor Otto Schlapp and then Rabbi Dr. I. Goodman to place 
before his Congregation the Nazi and the Jewish causes. Shortly after, 
Mr. McClelland went to Germany and, being misled, he returned and 
declared himself a Hitlerite. The above apology was given with 
undoubted sincerity 

The Service itself was held last Sunday night. Great excitement 
was caused at the beginning when members of the Protestant League, 
through their leader, protested at the Service being held.. The Service 
was about to begin when Mr. Alexander Ratcliffe, surrounded by his 
supporters, declared : “ We, of the Scottssh Protestant League, protest 
against the Rev. H. S. McClelland inviting men who are avowed 
enemies of the Christian faith to speak in a Church, as we consider 
this is a surrender of the Chnstian principles.” Mr. Ratcliffe and 
his supporters therr left the Church. I would hke to stress here that 
the objection raised appeared purely from religious motives and anti- 
Semutism did not enter mnto it. After the disturbance had died down, 
Mr. McClelland said that the central idea of the Service was that 
“there is only one God, Who is the Father of all men of every race, 
creed and colour.” He sympathised with the dissenters, who were no 
doubt sincere, but unfortunate in their outlook. He then recited the 
Chief Rabbi's prayer on behalf of German Jews. 

Following Mr. Hyder Hussein, the Mohammedan speaker, the Rev. 
Dr. L. K. Cosgrove (of Garnethill Synagogue) delivered an address. 
He said that the Jew stood for peace. It was agonising to think that 
in this twentieth century the elementary mghts of human beings 
were being demed. In spite of theological differences, their common 
aim was peace, tolerance and brotherhood, for Judaism taught that 
the mghteous of all nations had a share in the world to come. The 
charge of separateness and clannishness against the Jew was unjust, 
for, to the Jew, salvation depended only on mghteous living. 


SCOTTISH PROTESTANT LEAGUE’S DISCLAIMER 

Mr. Alexander Ratcliffe, General Secretary of the Scottish Protestant 
League in Glasgow, writes to Tue Jewrsa CHRONICLE to state that the 
protest made by his Organisation was in no way directed against Jews. 
The Rev. H. 8S. McClelland, the Minister concerned, recently had a 
Hindu and a Buddhist speaking from his pulpit, the letter declares, and 
this was followed up last Sunday by addresses by a Mohammedan and a 
Jew. ‘We consider that Mr. McClelland was departing from the 
Protestant rule of faith when he threw his church open to represen- 
tatives of other creeds which, we claim, are definitely antagonistic to the 
Christian faith,’’ 1t goes on. ‘‘Our protest was not against the Jews 
or the Mohammedans or such other, but against the action of Mr.

We 
are not anti-Jewish, but, in believing that the Jews are wrong in reject- 
ing Jesus as the Christ, surely we are entitled to voice a protest when a 
Jew is asked to address a gathering inside a Protestant Christian Church.’’

He said that the Jew stood for peace. . It was agonising to think that 
in this twentieth century the elementary mghts of human beings 
were being denied. In spite of theological differences, their common 
aim was peace, tolerance and brotherhood, for Judaism taught that 
the mghteous of all nations had a share in the world to come. The 
charge of separateness and clannishness against the Jew was unjust, 
for, to the Jew, salvation depended only on mghteous living. 


SCOTTISH PROTESTANT LEAGUE'S DISCLAIMER 

Mr. Alexander Ratcliffe, General Secretary of the Scottish Protestant 
League in Glasgow, writes to THe Jewisu CHRONICLE to-state that the 
protest made by his Organisation was in no way directed against Jews. 
The Rev. H. 8S. McClelland, the Minister concerned, recently had a 
Hindu and a Buddhist speaking from his pulpit, the letter declares, and 
this was followed up last Sunday by addresses by a Mohammedan and a 
Jew. ‘“‘We consider that Mr. McClelland was departing from the 
Protestant rule of faith when he threw his church open to represen- 
tatives of other creeds which, we claim, are definitely antagonistic to the 
Christian faith,”’ it goes on. ‘Our protest was not against the’ Jews 
or the Mohammedans or such other, but against the action of Mr. 
McClelland. We of the Protestant League believe in civil and religious 
liberty for all . . . We would battle for the rights of the Jews as for the 
rights of the Gentile, and, I may say, we have always done so. We 
are not anti-Jewish, but, in believing that the Jews are wrong in reject- 
ing Jesus as the Christ, surely we are entitled to voice a protest when a 
Jew is asked to address a gathering inside a Protestant Christian Church.”’

A Famous German-Jewish Ath'ete 


** In 1929, the newspapers called me ‘ the fastest Jew of the world.’ 
I might have been such a good sprinter in those days, but I scarcely 
think I deserved this title. There is only one Jew who has the mght 
to this honour and he ts 
Harold M. Abrahams, for 
his Olympic victory,”’ 
suid Mr. Hal-Alec: Natan, 
the famous German 
Jewish athlete, in the 
course of an interview 
with THe JEWISH

Born Berlin’ on 
February Ist, 1906, 
Natan took rports 
rather late. ‘‘ You see,’’ 
he said, “‘I was always 
interested literature 
and modern  paintmgs 
and I only unwillingly 
practised my sports in 
school.

best of all German clubs.’’ In 1924, Natan won the Berlin Junior 
Championships over 100 metres. His time equalled Ilsecs., the best time 
a Germari jyuntor had reached at that period. In 1925, Natan went to the 
Umiversity, where he studied International Law. Sociology and Political 
Science. In the same year he won the Universities’ Championships of 
Czechoslovakm and of his own University at Heidelberg and that of 


South Germany. He ran second to Koernig, afterwards English 
Champion, in the German ’Varsity Championships, ‘after having run a 
dead-heat with him in the @mi-final. At the age of nineteen. Natan 


was in the limelight of the German sports Press, and, in August and 
September, 1925, he won another twelve races, beating the Swiss 
Champion, Borner, the Dutch Champion VanderBergh, Imbach, _ of 
Olympic fame, two Americans and most of Germany's then champions. 


His best time was 10.7 secs. for the 100 metres In 1926, Natan went 


to Paris University. He ran only once in Paris when he captained the, 
first German athletic expedition after the War. On his return te 
Germany he took up running for another ¢lub—Phoenix-Karlsruhe—the 
famous relay-team of which he joined His team won the German 
Champtionslups in tlie new record time of 42.4 secs., a record which the 
teain lowered twice in the same year. Subsequentlv, he travelled for 


a news-agency to the Balkans and toured for three. months Yugoslavia, 
Albania and Greece Back in Berlin, he rejoined the Charlottenburg 
(lub and won various « unpetitions for them in Stockholm, Oslo, Bergen 
wnd elsewhere, winning among other trophies, a gold medal given by King 
Gustavus. In 1927, at the 'Varsity Championships in Kénigsberg, Natan 
represented Berlin University as a runner. In the same vear he won 
his second championship. when the relay team of his club won the 

4 100 metres in-a new record of 41.3 secs 

In 1928, contrary to general‘expectation, Natan was not selected to 
represent Germany in the Olympic Games in Amsterdam. The German 
team: were defeated on that occasion, but the OPEN Wis expressed that 
they would have won the relay if Natan had run for them. This was 
proved the very next. year when his club team won the German 

Championships, principally due to Natan’s efforts. This first world relay 
record which Germany ever achieved in her own country was held in 1999. 
It was Natan’s third championship. The time was 40.8 sec. and has not 
beea equalled by any other club team in the world. 

_.,. 1929 was my best vear,”’ he said. ‘I won various single cotmapeti- 
tions, often doing the 100 metres in 10.6 secs., and once the 100 yards 
in 9.8 secs. I shall never forget the triumph of our world record. .We 
toured for nearly two months Germany, Czechoslovakia, Austria 
Hungary, Holland and Switzerland. | represented Germany versus 
Switzerland and Hungary and got my ‘* blues.’ ’’ In the following winter 
Natan took up Rugby, and played three-quarter wing. ‘* I regard Rugby 
as the best supplementary sport for any light athlete. It keeps you fit 
throughout the dead séason.’’ In the spring of 1930, Natan was 
appointed “Hon. Coach of his club, which then had more than two 
thousand members. Under his training the club won the famous relay- 
race—Potsdam to Berlin—over a course of sixteen miles. Each team 
consisted of fifty runners. More than 7,500 runners took part. Natan 
became Hon. Secretary of the Berlin tugby Umion and was put in 
charge of the junior teams of the German Rugby Association. He won 
a lot of other races, scoring his fortieth victory, among which was his 
fourth German Championship. -He achieved a gold medal presented by 
the late President Hindenburg. : 


_Natan subsequently joined the Bar-Cochba. in Berlin, and became 
their coach. N 


rer CC ‘atan’s last year of active running was 1931. when he won 
his fiftieth race. He has written articlas and essays, has lectured on 
universities and other colleges, and frequently broadcast from Berlin 
Frankfort, and other places, mostly on the sociological and psychological 
aspects of sports. While preparing himself to be called to the Bar, he 
was engaged as a sports-and-film editor by a liberal Berlin weekly. He 
wrote down his amazing experiences in a novel, called “ The Triumph of 
Insufliciency,’’ which he entered for the Olympie Art Competition of 
Los’ Angeles: The German Olympic Commiittée;” however refused to 
forward the novel, even if it was sent in under a pseudonym 4 We need 
novels which glorify and idealise sports, ‘but not these which refleet the 
real situation, they said. The novel might have been published in 
1933, but Hitler’s coming to power prevented its publication. After 
Natan S newspaper had been suppressed, he left Germany and came vid 
Switzerland to London.

In an interview with Tue Jewisn Crronicre representative, Mr.

( hess Chub, and iT) ut Minneapolis. he won the ch 
ship of the Western Chess Association (now changed to the Amerncan 
(‘hess Federation). Mr Fine won tour champtonships ct the Assomation. 
He played “third board’’ for the United States (‘hess ‘Team it Folkestone 
in 1933, and “‘tirst board’’ for the team at Warsaw in 1935. Both matches 
were won by the United Siates. Mr. Fine also plaved at Lodz, Poland, 
last September, and tied for second prize im an individual tournament. 
Asked by our representative about Jews and ches . Mr. Fine suid that 
im America most of the strongest players were Jews; in fact, chess was 
almost an exclusively Jewish proposition. Among other leading exponents 
of the game were Reschevsky, Cashdan, Kupcelnuk, Kevitz,.Sumonson and 
Horowitz. and there were quite ii nuniber ot lesse} “tars. among Jewry. 
Mr. Fine hopes to return next summer to pray in tournaments at 
Nottingham and Hastings. 

Writing to a contemporary, ““E.B.O.”" states: “‘Reuben Fine is one 
of the youthful players who have helped to put the United States in the 
tirst place in the vearly competition tor teams of four representing the 
various nations. He ts only twenty-one, but has the coolness and power 
of concentration of a long-experienced master He wall, no doubt, be 
hailed as a second Morphy by patriotic Americans. If he is not such 
a prodigy in the tine art of sacrifice, he is at any rate no Morpheus who 
puts you to sleep with his slow and cautious tactics. He and the other 
voung American experts owe much, as this thrustful style shows, to 
the teaching of that gallant “Old Master,’ F. J. Marshall. Let us hope 
that this young champion, Fine, who can be defined as a ‘neo-remantic,’ 
will be asked to take part m our great tournament at Nottingham, tn 
which three ex-champions of the world Alekhine, Capablanca and Lasker 
—-will take part.’’

FURTHER PROGRESS 

The sixth Ordinary General Meeting of the London Nigerian Tin Mines, 
Limited, was held on Tuesday last, at 20, Aldermanbury, London, E.C. 

Mr. John Howeson (the Chairman) said that the accounts submitted 
showed that further rapid strides had been made since the last Annual 
Meeting.

An Appeal for Jewish Freedom 


Mr, Henry F. Morriss, who was Mayor of Bermondsey 1908-09 and 
1911-12, has written an ‘Open Letter to the Government and People of 
the British Empire,” addressed to ‘‘Mr. Stanley Baldwin and his 
Colleagues,” in the course of which he draws attention to the appeal of 
the late Lord Reading in the House of Lords that something should be 
done for German Jewry.

The Story of King David 
To Be Told in Bal'et 


On Monday evening, at the Duke of York's Theatre. the 
Markovadolin Company will give the first performance in London of 
Poppaeca .Vanda’s ballet “David.” The production is attracting 
unusual attenfion and for many reasons, in addition to the subject, 
it will be of particular interest to Jews, 

Miss Vanda 1s a kinswoman of the famous novelist George Eliot. and 
an ancestor of hers was admitted by the great writer to have been her 
model for the character of Dinah Morris in *‘Adam Bede.’’ Miss Vanda’s 
great affection for the Jewish people led her to approach the task of 
telling the story of David in bailet, and, realising the immense importance 
of the music in creating genuine atmosphere, she secured the services of 
a Jewish composer to undertake this work. Mr. Maurice Jacobson, who 
has provided the score, it will be remembered, was the winner of the 
composition competition in THe Jewisu Music Festival. The 
whole of the decor and the costumes have beer the work of another 
brlhant Jew, Bernard Meninsky, while Miss Vanda’s cousin, Mr. Kerth 
Lester, has been responsible for the choreography. The ballet has been 
performed for tive weeks in the Provinces, and packed houses in 
Newcastle, Liverpool, Nottingham, Oxford and Bristol have shown 
tremendous enthusiasm for ‘*‘David.’’ 

During the ballet, while the hero is performing a reverential dance 
one 1s reminded, by the way, of Heine’s definition of dancing as ‘‘praying 
with the legs’’+—the twenty-third Psalm will be sung in Hebrew from the 
orchestra, by Mr. H. B. Horinsky, whose magnificent bass-baritone voice 
ic well known to members of the West London Synagogue, of the choir 
of which he is a member. For the setting of the Psalm, Mr. Jacobson 
has employed thematic maternal of the Tonus Peregnnus. Miss Vanda 
wrote the ballet in 1930, but it has only recently been fully worked out. 
She confesses that not the least source. of her determination to see 
the work presented has been her profound indignation at the treatment 
of Jews in Germany,’ and ‘‘David’’ may be regarded, therefore, as an 
inspired trtbute of affection by a non-Jew to the people whose ancient 
literature it sets out to glorify. 

The very heavy role of David is being danced by Anton Dolin, who 
declares that he considers this the greatest performance he has ever 
undertaken. Mr. Dolin stands pre-eminent among our dancers, and ts m 
physique and appearance ideally suited to represent the young David. 

A special drop curtain for *‘David’’ has been painted by Epstein. In 
the design he has employed the Magen David and the Menorah. Without 
the equipment of an art eritic, it would be out of pla e for me to discuss 
the aesthetic values of this work. 1 can only offer my personal impres- 
sions and Siy that the design is so rmmensely alive and exciting, and so 
suggestive of the crowded life of Israel's greatest king, the varied aspects 
of his character, mystic, Warrior, artist, politician, statesman, bon viveur, 
saint and sinner, sometines -ruthies 
tremendously masculine—it expresses so untmediately the sweeping vitality 
and exuberant spirit of the man, that it almost makes one, itcly to be up 
and dancing. When atternpted puilise and dwell ASpects, 
I confess it sugvested a different David from the one created in the minal 
by the Bible’s story. But, as I say, all this is purely personal,- and 
probably, therefore, of no critical value whatsoever.

“Golden Gander” at the Embassy 
FUN IN THE WIDE OPEN SPACES 


What this play lacks in dramatic substance it rnakes up generously 
in a kind of rough humour particularly suited to the scene ol what, 
if it had one, would be its story, the Australian desert. 


There are some shrewdly drawn characters; and the. wisp of a 
plot, which concerns the strucvle of two full blooded females for nates, 
enables Mr. Henry C. James to show us a straightforward version of 
the genus vamp, whose biological urge—and the cerebral cunning called 
forth thereby—is heartening in proportion as it approaches the raw and 
sheds its revolting quahties of sophistication with its urban trimmings. 
It is a gladdening sight to behold: two lusty brood mares skirmushing tor

(** boarding-house "’ is the customary term in that part of the world, 
though the author has spared us that technicality). For ‘‘ Arthur New- 
stead *’ is as surely drawn and as beautifully played by Ernest Jay as 
Inany of the other characters are pasteboard. What story there ts tells 
of a gold-mine that turns out a flop and of an amiable ass (played, with 
his usual skill, by Anthony Shaw) who becomes involved, and principally, 
as I say, of the struggle between the two lightly differentiated wenches 
for matrimonial honours. The characters brought in for atmosphere aro 
rather too obviously scenery, but all the same, there is undemable fun 
and a cheerful forthright pbing—at would be madiculous to call it satire 
at the twaddling romanticism which sits before a Brixton guas-fire and 
writes of the clones of Outposts, the lure of the desert, ana ail 
those phenomena which sound so attractive safely confined to print.

Finally, there was Bela Bartok in his own 
second ~faano concerto, a work wiuch seeks to say everything in terms 
of rhythm, but not the simple rhythm of the “ fundamental rhythm ” 
school! The impression it chiefly left was that of a disappomted and 
shightly embittered, slightly hystermcal ambition, and one was more 
favourably unpressed by Bela Bartok’s performance at the solo piano 
than by his greatness as a composer. The work's fitful fever left 
those of us blessed with normal termperatures a little angry at the 
it patience of the patrent.

Premieres 


“KING OF THE DAMNED’’—Tivoli (‘‘A’’ Certificate) 

This vigorous Gaumont production of the recent Lyceum prison- 
island melodrama proves that Hollywood has no monopoly of the 
resources necessary to convincing productions of this type. What it 
cannot prove is that our producers have justification for making a 
grim pieture of a Devil's Island type of settlement equal to the obvious 
urge of the Americans to make stirring and stimulating studies of their 
“Big House” problems. 

The pieture’s appeal to entertainment seekers, save of a specialised 
type, may actually be cireumseribed by the very excellence of the 
brutal atmosphere so painstakingly built up by Director Walter Forde 
and his associates. The prison and jungle swamp settings are reahsed 
with telling attention to detail, and drama of a sort is forced into the 
characters and situations. Shepherd’s Bush has poached on Holly- 
wood's preserves to the extent of two very valuable niembers of the 
cast, Helen Vinson, displaying her regal potse as the heroine, and 
Noah Beery, plaving most effectively in a decidedly Beery-esque role. 
The hero, an intelligent convict who leads the brutally oppressed men 
in a great revolt, is played by Conrad Veidt, and with almost more 
sensitivity than the part will stand. Cecl Rantage does well as the 
smooth and nasty Commandant of the, settlement. 


“SANS FAMILLE’’—Academy (‘‘U'’ Certificate) 

A peture of most “East Lynne-ltke” sentiments has come to us 
fromm France. The “inspiration” appears to have been Robert Lynen, 
the boy actor who was so genuinely poignant in “Poil de Carrotte,”’ 
but who has little opportumity of moving us 1n the patently mantu- 
factured situations of this production. The film, which largely 
eoncerns the adventures of a kidnapped boy with an old opera singer 
who makes a living as a vagabond musician and animal trainer, has 
a certain ragamuftin picturesque quality, and. there are a few shrewd 
lines that contrast stnkingly with the normal sentifnentahty. But 
the shifting of the action to London, apparently out of consideration 
for English audiences, serves only to throw into greater relief weakness 
of detail and atmosphere. The acting, in a forgivably exaggerated 
vein, is often good.

still not get wet. Now, thanks to your 
generosity, that will be the case at Lymm, and 
I am sure it will mean a great deal to the 
children and their mothers who go there to 
recover after illness. “Liberality,” said a 
French writer, “consists less in giving much 
than in giving suitably.” It is not a great 
sum that we have raised, but it is an expression 
of great hberality, because it is being applied to 
such excellent uses. |
